TUSCOLA, IIL, July 28.—A fatal 
occurred at Camargo, six miles east of 
here, yesterday evening. The afternoon 
passenger train going east collided with 
the passenger coming west on the Indian- 
apolis, Decatur & Western Railroad. The 
train coming up had sided on the track at 
Camargo and was waiting for the east- 
bound train. G. B. Allen, brakeman on the 
west-bound passenger train, was left to 
close the switch, which he failed to do, 
and the train coming from the west at a 
terrific rate of speed went in on the siding 
and collided with the other train. 

The sound of the collision was heard for 
miles around. It completely demolished both 
engines and the baggage and mail cars. 
The engineer, John Schindorf, made a leap 
of almost 30 feet, but his feet became en- 
tangled in some manner and he fell on his 
face and head on the railroad ties. He was 
picked up unconscious and but little hopes 
are entertained for his recovery. 

His fireman, Arthur Gigas, made one 
step towards jumping, but was too late. The 
crash came and the tender with its 30 tons 
of coal was thrown upon the cab of the 
engine and pinned Gigas right against the 
boiler of the engine. The escaping steam 
and water poured over him. He was boiled 
alive within ten minutes, in the presence 
of over 200 persons, who were powerless to 
rescue him. Several of the women specta- 
tors fainted as they saw him make his las. 
feeble gasps for breath. Gigas was a resi- 
dent of Missouri. 

Among those who received slight injuries 
are: Joseph Mitchell, conductor, left hand 
injured; Ed Remington, left arm dislocated; 
James Huston, back and head bruised.

KANSAS CITY FIGURES EXPECTED 
BY TUESDAY. 


St. Louis’ Population Will Probably 
Not Be Made Public Before the 
Beginning of Next Week— 
Some Strange Facts. 
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WHAT THE CENSUS SHOWS.

The census will show that more 
than half the urban population of the 
country is included in the North At- 
lantic division of states, comprising 
Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, 
Massachusetts,Rhode Island,Connec- 
ticut, New York, New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania.

WASHINGTON, July 28.—The official an- 
nouncement of the population of Kansas 
City “ay be expected Tuesday. The census 
bureau has been doing rapid work in count- 
ing ever since the census taking was com- 
pleted, using machines by which 1,000,000 
a day could be counted. It will be able 
to announce the population of Cincinnati 
on Monday. Then will come Kansas City, 
then Chicago and New York. St. Louis 
will probably be announced the first of 
next week. 

The twelfth census will show the popu- 
lation of the United States to be between 
75,000,000 and 76,000,000, an increase of about 
14,000,000 since the census of 1890, In popu- 
lation this* country is just twenty times 
greater than it was 110 years ago. Under 
the enumeration of the eleventh census the 
increase in representatives was 31 mem- 
bers. The increase by this census will be 
probably about the same. 

Those in charge of the population division 
believe that the figures for cities will be 
disappointing. ‘The people have been set- 
tling more in the suburban districts during 
the past ten years than ever before. In 
the last census nearly one-third of the 
total population of the country lived in 
cities of 4000 inhabitants or more. It is 
expected that the percentage of increase 
in cities will be very slight. It has been 
found that territory opened up by electric 
lines is outside the municipal lines, and 
that while there is a perceptible increase 
in the population of a city the returns 
will not show it. Chicago is expected to 
show a wonderful growth because of the 
extension of its municipal lines, taking in 
many of the suburban districts.

Tuesday evening, the following .esolutions 


were adopted censuring the ‘‘powers that 


be’’ for their incarceration of John McCann; 


Whereas, The abolition of chattel slavery 
wus proposed by -the Congress of the United 
States on Feb. 1, 1865, and was ratified by the 
people of the United States on Dee. 18, 1865; 
and 

Whereas, The abolition of industrial slavery 
in the State of Missour! was proposed by the 
people of Missouri in convention assembled in 
the city of Jefferson on the 2d day of August, 
1S75, by the promulgation @f a new constitu- 
tion; and 

Whereas, The said proposed abolition of indus- 
trial slavery and new constitution was ratified 
by the people of the great State of Missourt, 
at a general election beld on Saturday, Oct. 
80, 1875; and 

Whereas, The abolition of industrial slavery 
in the State of Missouri is made and pro- 
claimed in a bill of rights of the people in said 
constitution in words and figures as follows: 

Sec. 4. Purpose of Government—Natural Rights 
of Persons. That all constitutional government 
is intended to promote the general welfare of 
the people; that all persons have a natural 
right to life, liberty and the enjoyment of the 
gains of their own industry, that to give se- 
curity to these things is the principal office of 
government, and that when government does not 
confer this security it fails of its chief de- 
sign; and 

Whereas, Contrary to said bill of rights, and 
especially section 4 thereof, a good citizen of 
the city of St. Louis and the great State of 
Missouri! is deprived of his liberty and is in- 
carcerated in a felon's cell in the City Work- 
house of the city of St. Louis; therefore be | 

Resolved, by the people of South St. 
in mass meeting assembled, That we 
call upon the mayor of the city and demand the 
unconditional release fromm durance of the Hon. 
John J. MeCann; and be it further 

Resolved, That the secretary of this fhass 
meeting of the citizens of South St. Louis be 
and is hereby instructed to forward a copy 
of these resolutions to the chief justice of the 
Supreme Court of the great State of Missour! 

Unanimously adopted in mass meeting held 
at Concordia Park, on July 24, 1900.

It 
will demonstrate to them, it is argued, 
that the Fair is assured, which will have 
an excellent effect in swelling the popular 
subscription.

The Saturday Evening Post gives a list of thirty of the 
big trusts, whese combined capital is placed at two and a 
third billions of dollars. It points out that the entire stock 
of money of all kinds in the United States, gold, silver, notes 
and certificates, amounts to about $2,700,000,000. Besides the 
thirty biggest named, there are others, the total capitaliza- 
tion reaching seven billions of dollars. 

“So that.’ adds the Saturday Evening Post, “if all the 400 
combines in the list should try to turn their capitalization 
into cash they would use up every penny of the nation’s 
money and then have only about 40 per cent of their demands. 
Indeed, the thirty corporations mentioned would nearly use 
up all our cash.”’

PROTECT THE MISSISSIPPI. 

It behooves Missouri’s representatives in Congress to keep 
a close watch on the schemes of the Minnesota lumbermen 
for denuding the Leech Lake Chippewa Reservation of the 
timber which is now the chief preserving factor for the 
head waters of the Mississippi. 

The suggestion to turn this reservation into a public park, 
allowing the Indian tribes now there to remain, but main- 
taining a close government supervision over the timber, is 
an excellent one.

There are lakes on it aggregating 200,000 acres of water.

But it is the opinion of census experts that 
other cities will make no better showing. Besides, an in- 
crease of 150,000 in ten years is not discouraging. St. Louis 
will certainly maintain the rank of 1890 and perhaps rise a 
step. 

The failure of cities to answer expectations, and it 
considered that there has been a failure, is due, perhaps, to 
the general adoption of electricity as a motive power in street 
transit. The suburbs attract the population which ten years 
azo was herded within the corporate limits of the city. An 
examination of the St. Louis directory will disclose thousands 
of names of men doing business in the city, but who live in 
the country. The number and proportion of these is much 
greater than in 1890.

Justice of the Peace Law. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Mr. James M. Loring in your issue of yes- 
terday. discussing the justice of the peace 
law of St. Louis, refers the reader to ‘‘the 
law of 1895, revised acts, page 203,’’ as the 
law applicable to St. Louis. 

This law is not the law under which the 
justice of the peace courts in St. Louis are 
operated, conducted or governed. It is “‘an 
act fixing the salaries to be paid to justices 
of the peace and constables in townships 
which now have or may hereafter have a 
population of 100,000 inhabitants and less 
than 300,000,” 

The law under which the justice of the 
peace courts of St. Louis are operated, con- 
ducted or governed can be found in the ses- 
sion acts of 1891. page 175. Said act was ap- 
proved April 23, 1891. Under this act jus- 
tices and constables were to be elected on 
the general election day, A. D. 18%, and 
every four years thereafter. It can also be 
found on page 1539, Revised Statutes, Mis- 
souri, 1899, and is generally known as the 
“Devoy law.”

Tax of 10 Per Cent, Accord- 
ing to Another Ruling. 


Commissioner of Internal Revenue Wil- 
son has decided that all persons whose 
business it is to buy or sell grain or other 
merchandise on commissien orders received 
from customers are commercial brokers 
and required to pay special tax as such, 
even when they negotiate such purchase 
or sales in their own names.

KEPT lS TRYST 
WITH DEAD WIFE 


New York Lawyer Kills Him 
self in Grief. 


“| WILL BE WITH YOU SOON.” 


HE MADE THE PROMISE AS HE 
BENT OVER THE BODY. 


He Took Poison in the Meadows and 
His Body Was Not Found by the 
Williamsburg Police for Sev- 
eral Days. 


WILLIAMSRBURG, ey. 
body of Jacob C. Meinzer, a prominent 
lawyer for whom the police had been 
eee since he disappeared, was found 
this week in the salt meadows, back of the 
Wyckoff homestead, at Flushing and John- 
son avenues, Williamsburg. The body was 
identified by A business card, which was 
found in the pocket, and upon which was 
written: “If anything happens to me notify 
William Meinzer, No. 268 Stockton street.” 

The police believe Meinzer committed sul- 
cide by taking poison. He had been despon- 
dent since the death, three weeks ago, 
of his wife, to whom he was devotedly at- 
tached, and had been able to devote little 
attention to his law practice since. His 
wife died at St. Mary’s Hospital after an 
operation, and at the funeral, which was 
held at Meinzer’s residence, No. 328 Stock- 
ton street, he was heard to whisper, as he 
bent over the body, “I will be with you in 
a short time.”’ 

Meinzer haJj visited the grave of his wife 
every day, but on Wednesday last _ his 
friends urged him to think of something 
else, warning him that he was giving too 
much of his thought to her memory. He 
went to his office at 1153 Myrtle avenue on 
Thursday morning, and, telling his clerks 
that he was going to the Supreme Court, 
walked out. le did not Treturn that day, 
and when on Friday he did not appear at 
his customary time, the clerks informed 
the police 

A careful search was begun for the miss- 
ing man, but no trace was found of him 
until today, when a man taking a short cut 
across the meadows came upon the bedy 
of a man lying face down in the grass. He 
summoned the police, and the body was ex- 
amined. Strangély enough, the shoes, socks 
and hat were missing, and the only thing 
found on the body was the card asking the 
police to inform his brother. 

The body wae taken to the morgue, where 
an autopsy will be performed. he lice 
believe Meinzer removed his shoes and haf, 
intending to jump into the river, Dut later 
changed his mind and went to the salt 
meadows and took poison. 

Meinzer had a very large practice tn Wil- 
liamsburg, counting many prominent Ger- 
mans among his elients. He was also prom- 
inent socially and was a member of several 
clubs and German singing societies. His 
brother it was learned has not lived at the 
Stockton avenue address far a year. The 
police will try to find him.

Soon. 


AN INJUNCTION GRANTED. 


MEANTIME ST. LOUIS TRADING 
WILL BE LIGHT.

History of the Chicago Fight on the 
Bucket Shops Which Has Resulted 


in Injury to All Other 


Grain Markets. 


The quotations of the Chicago Buard of 
Trade will not be cut off from St. Louis 
July 31, as it had been feared, How soon 
after that date they may be cut off can nof 
yet be told. 

Judge Bishop of Chicago yesterday at the 
request of the Central Stock and Grain 
Exchange of that city issued a temporary 
injunction restraining the Chicago Board ot 
Trade from cutting off their quotations. 

It is said that the injunction is broad 
-@enough to allow the Western Union and 
Postal Telegraph companies to gather the 

uotations without being interfered with by 
the Board ot Trade. 

In its complaint the Central Exchange 
Said that the cutting off of the quotations 
would greatly injure their business. 

The crusaae of the Chicago Board of 
Trade against the bucket shops, which has 
been going on for several years, and which 
Was at its height in 1859, has again been 
started, with the result that all the other 
grain markets of the country will in the 
future be deprived of the quotations made 
on that exchange. 

It is calculated by the directors of the 
Chicago Board of Trade that, unable to get 
the quotations made on that exchange, tne 
bucket shops would be obliged to close up. 

It is hard to estimate the injury that 
the loss of Chicago quotations would do 
the local market, as traders here have 
come so accustomed to depend = en- 
tirely on Chicago for cues as to the right 
course of the market, that, deprived of 
them, the pit will be afraid to enter into 
large speculations, and the market will be 
dead. 

St. Louis would not be the only market to 
Sulfer from the lack of the Chicago quo- 
tations. Toledo, Kansas City and even 
New York would feel the effects of the loss 
of the quotations of the greatest grain mar- 
Ket in the world. 

It is gery d a fight against the bucket 
shops, but it really seems to “uggest a dis- 
pute between the Western Union Telegraph 
Co. and the Postal Telegraph Co. on the 
one hand and the Chicago Board of Trade 
on the other, as to how the quotations made 
on the floor of the Board of Trade shall be 
sent out to other exchanges. The former 
insist that they be allowed to send them out 
as often as they please, and the Jatter de- 
manding that they be sent out only at inter- 
Vals 80 as to cut off-trade from the vLucket 
shops. ; 

Ever since telegraph companies were ad- 
mitted to the floor of the Chicago Board of 
‘Trade, except for a few months in 1899, the 
quotations have been coming regularly to 
the local exchange as soon as they were 
made. Now no quotations made there will 
be posted, and the only way that local trad- 
ers can get any inkling as to the course of 
the market will be through the private wire 
houses, which, at intervals, will continue to 
get the quotations 

It has been the custom of the telegreph 
companies to employ regular ;eporters on 
the floor of the Chicago Board of Trade for 
sending out the quotations. ‘These were 
furnished the exchange free of char:re, and 
through them all the the grain markets of 

e country bad a continuous report. 

The Postal Telegraph Co., July !7, notified 
all the exchanges of the country ‘hat 1nless 
the Board of Trade agreed to their terms 
that after July 31 quotations vould be no 
longer sent out. 

The two sides being unable tu come to 
some agreement the quotations will be dis- 
continued July 21. 

Ww. Capen, superintendent of the Postal 
Telegraph Co., sent the following messuge 
to the focal manager July 17, and by him the 
Merchants’ Exchange was notified July 18. 
The notification follows: 

CHICAGO, Juy 17, 1900 

C, Dougherty, Manager, St. Louts: The Chl- 
engo Boaid of Trade some time ago submitted a 
proposition te the Western Union and the Pos- 

Telegranh Cable Cos vhieh demanded of 

telegraph companies exhorbitant financial 
terms, combined with tinpracticable conditions 
fer the distribution of ita market quotations 
The telegraph companies have endeavored § to 
meet the views of the Chicawo Roard of Trade 
in every way possible, having made a liberal 
counter proposition The result is that the board 
has declined to accept the proposition of the 
te egraph companies and has given notice that 
Its market quotations will be withdrawn from 
the telegraph companies Aug. 1 next This aec- 
tion on the part of the Board of Trade will. 
after July 31, necessarily deprive our subactribers 
of the Chicage Board of Trade quotations, as 
they have heretofore been sent out. We, there- 
fore, give this noflee to our subscribers that 
they may govern themselves accordingly. 

7; 2. 4 Superintendent. 
committee of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange, realizing the importance 
of these quotations, sent George Morgan, 
secretary of the exchange, and Bert Lang, 
chairman of the committee, to Chicago to 
see what agreemerit could be made regard- 
ing the quotations. They learned that un- 
less tlie telegraph companies would agree 
to send out the quotations at regular inter- 
vals, so as to cut off the bucket shops, they 
would not be allowed to send any quotations 
made on the floor of the board of trade. 

Through suggestions of these representa- 
tives the board of trade directors Wednes- 
day passed a recommendation of an amend- 
ment to the rules of the exchange, which 
reads as follows: 

The board of directors shall prescribe cer- 
tain fixed times during exchange hours at 
which the market prices of transactions on such 
exchange may be quoted by membera to their 
customers. These fixed times shall be indl- 
cated by the telegraph transmitter on the con- 
tinuous quotation tape, and the next quota 
tion for the month immediately following such 
fixed time shall be deemed the quotable quo- 
tation therefor. These shall be tmmediately 
wsted on the biackboard in the exchange hall. 
No member of the exchange shall by private or 
public wire or otherwise quote any price except 
euch as j# the first for the commodity, tm 
mediately following the time Indicated on the 
tape or such as is posted on sald blackboard 

No member shall be permitted to use prices 
made in actua] transactions as quotations or 
give them to any other person other than the 
one making the transaction. Any mwember vio- 
lating this rule shall, for the first offense, be 
suspended, and for the second, expelled. 
According to this quotations will be sent 

out at stated intervals, probably five min- 
utes apart, and these can be received by 
any private individual or by any exchange 
But here the telegraph companies step in 
and say that if they are not to be allowed 
to send out continuous quotations that they 
will send messages only at regular office 
rates and as there is a great difference in 
the rates for sending messages to ex- 
changes and those sent at office rates it has 
been decided that no quotations will be 
posted on the local market that comes 
from Chicago. 

The Merchants’ Exchange has been in the 
habit of getting the Chicago quotations at 
the rate of $300 a month and sending their 
messages at the rate of five indications to 
the word and 20 cents for 10 words or 50 in- 
dications. So, if the regular office rate were 
paid it would be very much higher 

This will not be the first time that the 
local market has been deprived of the Chi- 
cago quotations. In 1889 the Chicago Board 
of Trade, for virtually the same reasons, 
took their quotations away from the tele- 
graph companies, but later gave them back 
again. At that time Mr. Baker was pres- 
ident of the board of trade, and was 
largely due to his influence that the Pie: 
shops were attacked. Later, men Iinter- 
ested in the bucket-shops got into power 
and the telegraph companies were once 
more allowed to have the quotations. 

A mecting looking toward an adjustment 
of the difficulty and a continuance of the 
quotations will be held at Chicago Monday 
at which representatives of all the western 
exchanges will be present. The Merchants

week, there are two things which are 
special importance just now.

Six per cent loans are still made, but ¢ 
lender must be an exceptionally good juds 
of values, and must be able to 
fidently for himself whether or not he 15 
safe in accepting the security offered at 
that rate. The day of good 6 per cent loans 
is past—for a time at least; and it is doubt- 
ful if it ever returns to the St. Louis real 
estate business. 

The other significant 
eral persons have lately bought real es- 
tate and sold it at a profit within #0 days. 
It is many a year since this has happened 
in St. Louis and men would do well to Keep 
a sharp lookout for what the phenomena 
mean. The Mercantile Trust Co. reports 
today one case following the auction In 
the Allen subdivision. Charles F. Voge! 
reported a case last Sunday and yestreday 
he reported another, the particulars of 
which were that a loan was made several 
vears ago on 198 feet on the east side 
of Burgess avenue, 100 feet north of lm 
avenue, in Burgess’ subdivision, two blocks 
south of Manchaster road and two blocks 
west of Big Bend road, St. Louis County, 
Mo., which was forecloser and bid in at 
a cost of about $800. The purchaser hela 
the lots three weeks, and sold them (to 
two parties for $1050 cash, and the party 
purchasing the southern 50 feet for $50! 
has been offered a profit of $1 a foot, or $0", 
which was declined. 

When men can buy real estate and sell 
it at a profit within a few weeks, it means 
that the long fall in the price of real 
estate has ceased, and that an active mar- 
ket is at hand. There is a g@eral feeling 
among agents that next fall there will be 
an unusually good business; and these re- 
sales at a profit sustain that view. The 
fact that a purchase has been made at a 
trustee’s sale does not change the mean- 
ing of the fact. It has been difficult in 
past years to get bidders to attend trus- 
tees’ sales, and in a large percentage of 
cases the holders of the note had to bid 
in the property to protect himself. This 
meant, of course, that although the se- 
curity might have been good at the time 
the loan was made, during the years that 
the loan ran the price of the property fell, 
until at the maturity of the note and the 
inability of the owner to meet his obliga- 
tion, the price obtainable was not equal to 
the amount of the note. The property has 
not, meanwhile, fallen in value; it has 
fallen in price. The fact that within the 
past few weeks purchases have been made 
at trustees’ sales, and the buyers have 
been able so soon to sell again at a pro- 
fit. indicates a rise in the price of real 
estate which will bring a refreshing tone 
to the market, and will benefit the makers 
as well as the holders of notes. For no 
man lends money on property with a view 
to purchasing at a foreclosure. What 
the lender wants is his interest without in- 
terruption, and clearly the borrower does 
not mortgage his property with the desire 
to tose it. The profits on the resales re- 
ported today and last Sunday are among 
the most invigorating facts which the mar- 
ket has éxperienced for a long time.

ADVICE TO ST, LOUIS SHIPPERS: 


Mexican Consul Serrano Tells Them He 
Will Be Glad to Co-Operate 
With Them. 


R. P. Serrano,.the Mexican consul in Bt. 
Louis, has addressed a circular to local 
firms which ship goods into Mexico calling 
attention to the fact that he is ready to 
aid them in stimulating commerce with (the 
Sister republic and pointing out how the 
trade may be facilitated if shippers wiil 
work in conjunction with the consulate. 

He calls attention to the fact that by 
having the proper legal papers made out to 
accompafiy their shipments St. Louis e.- 
porters will avoid vexatious delays incident 
to unloading and general inspection at the 
border. By so doing he says the exporters 
will be assured that St. Louis will receive 
credit due in Mexican and United States re- 
ports for shipments originating here which 
would otherwise be credited to border 
towns. 

In conclusion, Mr. Serrano says: 
“To avoid unnecessary work and trouble 
in packing lists, you can send your ship- 
ping clerks to this office, where all nec- 
essary information will be furnished by a 
practical expert in all details of custom 
house technicalities and who will make said 
papers In the proper form for all shippers 
that may not have sufficient practice.

Severe Storms in the Northwest Did 
Great Damage, but Failed to 
Advance Prices. 


The grain markets dragged along slowly 
during the past week, the changes in fu- 
tures being small. The market was simply 
a traders’ market and ladgked any real 
strength or weakness, but was governed 
by the attacks of the rival grain factions. 

Crop news was unusually scafce, and 
what was received had scarcely any effect 
on the miarket, only temporary changes be- 
ing made. 

The situation as regards the growing 
grain is practically unchanged. The states 
of the Northwest wheat belt are in a bad 
condition, the effects of the early bad 
weather not being overcome. In the last 
tew days there have been severe hailstorms 
in that region, which have lowered the 
already poor prospect. 

John Washburn, who has just returned 
from a tour of the Northwest, estimates 
the wheat yield of North Dakota at 
W0,000 bushels and that of Minnesota at 60, 
WW0,000 bushels, and South Dakota at 29,- 
ve 00 to 3U.000,000 bushels. 

English farmers’ deliveries of whtat dur- 
ing ‘the past week were 204,800 busheis, 
against 213,000 bushels last week.

LONDON, July 28.—There are serious dissensions among the powers con- 
cerning who shall be the commander-in-c hief of the allied land forces in the march 
on Pekin.

mercial interest entitles her to insist that the expedition shall be under a British 
commander. 

Important communications are passing between Lord Salisbury and United 
| States Ambassador Choate on this subject. Lord Salisbury is strongly pressing 
| the government at Washington to support him, but he is not altogether satisfied. 
| He says that with Germany working with Russia, and Japan playing a waiting 
game, the result is no agreement has been arrived at regarding the chief, and no 
advance is possible while the present condition of things lasts. 

The Washington dispatch repeating that the state department is convinced 
that the first Conger message was fraudulent has occasioned a very discouraged 
feeling here about the safety of the legations. Unless positive proof that the en- 
voys are safe is produced within the next two days all hope will vanish. 

There has been ample time to get authentic messages, signed and dated by 
the Pekin ministers. This is the only confirmation of Chinese assurances that will 
be acceptable. Until such advices have been received, or until the ministers have 
been handed over in the flesh, the general public and the governments interested 
will not attach any credence to further Chinese statements, or consent to stay 
preparations for the advance of the relief force towards Pekin. 

The latest story, originating in other than Chinese sources, is a special dis- 
patch from Chee-Foo, dated July 27, according to which Missionary Wilder, who 
started for Pekin, a fortnight ago, has just returned and reports that he found the 
imperial Chinese forces completely surrounding the Tartar city. He was anable 
to deliver a méssage to the legation, and, in reply to his entreaties they said they 
could not allow anyone a pass to the. foreigners. 

According to reports, the attack on the legations ceaged on the afternoon of 
July 14. Everything was quiet during the remainder of Missionary Wilder's stay. 
When he left, on July 18, a decree had been issued commanding all persons to 
protect the foreigners in China. Returning he saw no troops for 60 miles south 
of Pekin, but he learned that 20,000 men were in the neighborhood of Yan-Tsua 
and Peit-Sung.

He 
states that the legations were then de- 
stroyed. All the foreigners had disap- 
peared, and he could not say positively 
if they had been murdered, as he was too 
frightened to inquire.” 

The Mail’s correspondent proceeds: 

“Investigations prove this information 
is reliable. The banker in question has 
gone to Ting-Po. His friends will not 
disclose his name, fearing that to do so 
would cause him to lose his head. 

“The manager of the Russian Bank of 
Shanghai has received a letter from the 
bank’s New Chwang branch, stating that 
one of their Chinese representatives from 
Pekin who had just arrived confirmed 
the report of the Pekin massacre. He 
states that all the foreign ministers were 
murdered. Seeing death was inevitable, 
as the Chinese swarmed into the legation, 
the ministers killed their families at the 
last moment. Sir Robert Hart, in de- 
spair, committed suicide.”

NEW ORLEANS lLa., July 28.—In New 
Orleans the life of a negro is held cheap. 
2obert Charles was a negro, but he valued 
his life so highly that had it been possible 
he would have killed every white man in 
the city to defend it. As it was he killed six 


and wounded five before the fatal bullet 


found him. 

His defense of his life caused the calling 
out of the entire police force and all the 
available military force, reinforced by ev- 
ery citizen wh. could reach the spot and 
handle a firearm, To quench the fire started 
by his adversaries as the last desperate re- 
sort in order smoke him out of his 
stronghold and effect his capture or annl- 
hilation, the whole fire department was 
he!d in readiness. 

Charles fought to the last ditch. For 
hours he held an army of 20000 men at bay 
in the heart of the city. With his one Win- 
chester rifle he made the loaded 
suns of the army of citizens, policemen and 

Against him all the ingenuity of 
officers, all the courage of dis- 
soldiers, al the desperate deter- 

of infuriated citizens were inef- 
Charles stood behind his screen, 
but unseen, and with leaden mes- 
sengers of death forestalled the contem- 
plated onslaught of his thousands of adver- 
saries. He knew well that they valued their 
lives as highly as he valued his own, and 
that knowledge nerved his arm and stead- 
ied his trigger finger so that he was en- 
abled to shoot with remarkable accuracy 
whenever a human target came within his 
range. 

Robert Charles is described as a desperate 
character, and his final deeds justify the 
deScription. His antecedents also confirm 
it. He was a man determined to have his 
own way in all things, and opposition to his 
will meant death to the opposer. His mis- 
tress says that he was cruel to her, but 
that she so feared him that she could not 
leave him. He had committed crimes be- 
fore going to New Orleans, and he made 
himself an arsenal to defend his. wretched 

ife. 

[t was his determination never to be taken 
alive, and never to be taken at all if by the 
aid of his Winchester and his brace of re- 
volvers he could slay his adversaries. 

Charles always went armed, the woman 
says. He was ever on the outlook for of- 
ficers of the law, whom he believed to be 
pursuing him on account of former crimes. 
His two revolvers he wore constantly. 

He had followers, but not through admir- 
ation for his character. They feared him, 
and followed because they dared not dis- 
obey. Even bis final fortress he captured 
from the colofed family that occupied it, by 
threatening death to all the inmates of the 
house if they did not permit him to make 
a stand therein. 

He terrorized individuals and communi- 
ties. He brought under his black standard 
a number of unfortunate negroes who 
lacked his physical courage and bravado, 
and who abetted him because they too val- 
ued their lives highly and believed that 
Charles was more dangerous to them than 
the organized forces of the law. 

tobert Charles was a savage turned loose 
in civilization, the barbarous blood of his 
jungle ancestors mingling with the gentler 
blood of a higher order of intelligence 
through contact with a civilized race. and 
the combination made it possible for him 
to hold his own against an army itn desper- 
ate defense of his life that had no value 
to society, but was worth everything to 
Robert Charles, desperado.

FEARING THE CONSEQUENCES OF 
HIS CRIME HE THEN SHOT 
HIMSELF IN THE HEAD. 


Fatal Shooting on East Side Which 
Had for Its Beginning a Saloon 
Dispute, and the Drunken 
Anger of a Young 
Machinist. 


Charles Hulbert of Denverside, a suburb 
of East St. Louis, shot and killed Oscar 
Holton of St. Louis, wounded Jerry Jacks 
of Denverside, and then attempted suicide 
by shooting himself at Denverside at 3 
o’clock yesterday afternoon. 

A card itn Holton’s pack read: 

“My name its Oscar Holton. If any- 
thing happens to me notify 616 Locust 
street or 615 North Ninth street, St. Louis.”’ 

The first address is that of Sanders Duck 
and Rubber Co. Edward K. Holton is sec- 


retary of the company. 

Mr. Holton of the Sanders company told 
the Post-Dispatch last night that he had a 
brother Oscar. He sald he feared the ped- 
delr was his relative and that he would 
investigate the matter today. 

Before firing the bullet into his head the 
murderer and would-be suicide wrote the 
following note: 

“Goodby to all. 
Gefense and will not 
quiences.”’ 

Hulbert is at the Henrietta Hospital, 
East St. Louis, and may die. Holton'’s 
body is at Kurrus’ morgue, also in last 
ft. Louis. Jacks is at his home under med- 
ical attendance. 

Hvlbert’s work with the revolver caused 
more excitement than anything that ever 
occurred in the quiet little suburb of Den- 
verside. The place where the shooting 
took place is known as ‘'Fire Station,’ and 
is at the eastern ecge of Denverside, near 
the terminus of the electric line, which 
runs out from East St. Louis. 

“Fire Station” is sparsely settled. There 
are only half a dozen houses there. Uul- 
bert, with his young wife, lived in one of 
them. In another Jerry Jacks and his 
family reside. Two of the others are occu- 
pied as saloons. One of them, some dis- 
tance from the other houses, is conducted 
by an egro, Addison Thompson. The other 
is owned by Joseph Geppert, a prominent 
and wealthy resident ot Denverside. He 
spends little time there, thovgh. Thomas 

Jones, barkeeper, and his 16-year-old 
s0n, conduct it for him. 


Murderer Began 

to Drink. 

Hulbert, a machinist by trade, has 
worked for some time in the Medart Patent 
Pulley Co.’s factory in this city. Friday 
evening he received a week's wages. Sat- 
urday morning he dic not go to work. Be- 
fore noon he visited severa! East St. Louis 


saloons and early in the afternoon returned 
to the neighborhood of his home. 

About 3 o'clock he entered Geppert’s sa- 
loon. Young Jones was behind the bar, 
and Holton, the medicine peddler, display- 
ing his stock to Geppert and others. Hul- 
bert bought a drink for the crowd and Went 
out. 

In-a short time he returned. The senior 
Jones had meantime taken his place behind 
the counter. There were more drinks, and 
un argument resulted as to who should 
pay for the last round. Jones said it was 
‘on’ Hulbert. 

Hulbert called Jones a liar and the lat- 
ter slapped his face and ordered him out 
of the store. Hulbert doggedly obeyed 
the order. In a few moments he came back 
again. He ciaimed somebody had stolen 
a knife. The old medicine peddler was 
showing Jones the merits of an indelible 
writing fluid when Hulbert turned on the 
old man and accused him of having the 
knife. 

A second time Jones angrily ordered Hul- 
bert, who was now drunk, to leave the 

lace. 3y this time Hulbert’s wife had 
Ceara the quarreling in her home nearby 
and had entered the saloon. 


Forced His Wife 
to Get Revolver. 

She begged her husband to go home. In- 
stead, with a vile oath, he ordered her to 
go to their home and get his revolver.

Holton continued to go forward and Hul- 
bert leveled his pistol at the aged peddler 
and pulled the trigger. 

His aim was perfect. Holton tumbled 
over in the road a corpse. The bullet had 
pierced his heart. 

Without stopping to ascertain the extent 
of Holton’s injury, Hudbert turned back 
toward his home. As he passed the home 
of Jerry Jacks he called to him. Jacks 
came to his front door and Hulbert invited 
him to come into his (Hulbert’s house), as 
he had something serious to tell him about. 

Jacks responded promptly. But. it seems, 
just as he entered Hulbert’s cottage that 
excited individual rushed at him, revolver 
in hand, and summarily ordered him from 
the premises. 

Jacks lost no time in departing, but even 
at that he was too slow for his own wel- 
fare, as Hulbert fired at him as he was 
dodging into his house, 

The bullet entered Jacks’ — we J ass- 
ing through it and grazing the left leg. 


Fear of Arrest 
Caused Suicide. 

After indulging in this human _ target 
practice Hulbert seemingly began to real- 
ize that he had got himself in_ serious 
trouble. He sat down at a small table in 
his room and wrote something on a sheet 


of A. O. U. W. letter head he had in the 
house. 

Then he went out in the woodshed. In 
a few moments his wife heard a shot. She 
summoned neighbors. They hurried to the 
shed and found Hulbert stretched on the 
ground unconscious. The revolver was by 
his side and blood was oozing out of a 
gaping wound in his left temple. 

Barkeeper Jones, the man with whom 
Huribert first had trouble, and who es- 
caped injury, had meanwhile gone to East 
St. Louis for an officer. 

The policg declined to respond as the 
scene of the crime was outside the city 
limits. Finally he secured Deputy Sheriff 
Jerry Kane. Kane hastened to Denverside 
and took charge of the unconscious mur- 
derer. Finding him dangerously injured, he 
summoned an ambulance and forwarded 
him to the Henrietta Hospital in East St. 
Louis, a prisoner.

Gives Out Statement Showing 
Why Powers Is Guilty. 


SHOT FIRED FROM HIS WINDOW. 


DIRECTION OF BULLET INDICAT. 
ED THAT IMPORTANT FACT.

Witness Golden Offered $5000 to 
Leave the State by L. F. Sinclair, 
Now One of Powers’ 
Attorneys. 


GEORGETOWN, Ky., July 28.—The pros- 
ecution in the trial of ex-Secretary of State 
Caleb Powers, charged with being an acces- 
sory to the murder of William Goebel, con- 
cluded its evidence in chief this afternoon. 
The defendant will take the stand Monday 
and testify in his own behalf. Three weeks 
have been consumed in the preliminaries 
attending the selection of the jury and hear- 
ing the evidence that has been introduced 
by the prosecution. 

The prosecution, through T. C. Campbell 
gave out the following statement tonight 
after resting its case: ‘ 

“It is proven that the shot came from tle 
office of the defendant, Caleb Powers. 

“1. By direct testimony of two wit- 
nesses who saw the rifle, when fired, and 
by eight others who located the place of 
hiring by the sound.

Goebel. Youtsey had the key to Powers’ 
office given to him by Powers’ brother on 
the day before Goebel was shot. Powers’ 
letters to his lady friends and others in 
which he declared the disorganized condi- 
tion of the Democratic party after the 
shooting of, but before the death of Goebel 
was due more to him than to any one else 
shows that for a time he believes he had 
earned the plaudits which should be given 
to a hero, and that the killing of Goebel

“The testimony of W. H. Culton, assist- 
ant auditor of state, that Powers a few 
agays before the shooting of Goebel quar- 
reled with Taylor and was going to send 
for the mountain men is pregnant. His 
description of the quarrel, the efforts he 
made to bring the two men together, the 
fact that Powers damned Taylor as a 
fellow without any backbone and the 
damning of Powers by Taylor as a hot- 
headeu fool, is a circumstance taken into 
connection with the other matters testi- 
tied to by Culton, which establishes a con- 
spiracy beyond doubt.

CONDEMNED ARMY CANTEEN

MRS. OGLE HAS NOT WIRED. 


Denies That She Has Ordered Body of 
Girl Supposed to Have Been Her

lief that the young woman known as Nel- 
lie O. Blair who committed suicide in the 
Presbyterian Hospital in New York Fri- 
was Miss Nellie Ogle, daughter of

sald late last night that she 
had not received any additional informa- 
tion from New York and that she had not 
wired instructions as to the disposition of 
the body. 

As stated in yesterday's Post-Dispatch, 
Nellie Blair killed herself when she learned 
by accident that W. H, Dodd, a New York 
insurance man, was engaged to marry an- 
other woman. 

After the suicide Dodd volunteered the 
information that the young woman's ad- 
dress was 4050 Caroline street, St. Louls. 

Yesterday Mrs. Ogle, who lives at that 
address, sent a telegram to New York, 
asking that the body be held for instruc- 
tions. , 

Mrs. Ogle had a daughter named Nellie, 
who left St. Louis five years ago and who 
lived in New York when last heard from. 
She answered the description of the sule, 
cide, 

The body is held 
guest of Miss Ida Ogle,

William H. Dodd, the patient on whom 
the girl had called and with whom she was 
infatuated, heard of her death without the 
slightest emotion. The dead body was 
recognized by employes of F. B. Royal & 
Co, as Nellie Hlair, a former stenographer 
of the firm.

DELEGATE GUTKE’S CLAIMS. 


CARROLL WILL NOT CONSULT D&.- 
PARTMENT HEADS. 


Announces That Their Opinions About 
Appropriations Are Not Desired 
and That the City Has Plenty 
of Revenue. 


After a three hours’ conference with mefile 
bers of the House of Delegates, Chairman 
Charles E. Carroll of the Council ways and 
means committee announced yesterday af-- 
ternoon that the annual appropriation bill 
would be completed at a joint committee 
meeting to be held at 9 o'clock Monday 
morning, and would be reported to the 
Council Tuesday. 

Councilmen Wiggins and Gast, Mr. Car- 
roll's co.leagues on the ways and means 
committee, were both absent “rom Satur- 
day afternoon's conference. Mr. Carroll, in 
explanation, said that they nad Been kept 
away by business duties. Their failure to 
attend did not seem to hamper the work 
done in the committee room, as preliminary 
estimates for every branch of the city g0V- 
ernment, except the waterworks, vere pre- 
pared before the meeting adjourned. 

Delegates Hartmann, J. K. Murrell, 
Faulkner and Gutke were present when the 
conference commenced at 1 oclock, but 
Hartmann and Faulkner left early, and the 
chief work of the afternoon vas done by 
Carroll and the remaining two dé¢.cgeates. 

The details of the park department's ap- 
propriation caused a iively controversy in 
the committee room. De.egate Gutke, who 
is from the southern portion of tne city, 
objected to the items for Carondelet and 
O'ration Parks. The proposed uppropria- 
tion for O'’Falion Park waa $000, wnie Ca- 
rondelet Park was on the tist for a smatier 
gum. CGutke urged that his end of town 
Should receive as much money for park im- 
peovements as the northern portion, and @ 
comprumise sum which will peace the two 
parks on an equality was finally named. 

“We are going to get through the year 
on the money which will come in through 
ordinary channels of revenue,’ said Chair- 
man Carroll after the conference: “1 have 
been able to point out to Comptroster 
Sturgeon some items in which he under- 
estimated the revenue, in one case through 
a mistake in figuring out the assessment. 
This will not greatly increase our funda, 
but it willl be something. We are not 
giving any hearings’ to heads of depart- 
ments. That was wapt. Hodges’ plan, and 
1 think tt is the reason why the bill has 
been pending in committee for two aR 
now. All the heads of departmerts say 
that their work can't be carried on with- 
out this and that. We will have a chance 
to see whether they can get through the 
year or not, as all of them have their 
appropriations cut.”’ 

Under the head of street department 
appropriations, the items for street cross- 
ings became the subject of contention, and 
in this case, also, Delegate Gutke claimed 
that the south end cf town was not get- 
ting its fair share. He referre.. es y 
to a number of crossings on South Broad- 
way, below its junction with Jefferson 
avenue. 

The item of courts will probably suffer 
the least reduction of all the important 
provisions of the bill. It was found that 
very little reduction could made in 
the cost of conducting the courts, and the 
small saving which was made will be 
nearly offset by the provision for new 
quarters for the First District Police 
Court. 

It is anticipated that the “mayor's con- 

tingent fund, which the present Assembly 
has several times shown an inclination to 
play tricks with, will be placed at a smalli- 
er figure in the forthcoming Dill than in 
any recent year, and that the customary 
amount from $10,000 to $12,000 will be nearly 
cut in two. 
Chairman Carroll and his colleagues in 
Saturday's conference say they oxpegs the 
bill to go through the Council and House 
without delay tn the form in which they 
will present it Tuesday. If this expecta- 
tion is fulfi}led the employes of the city 
will have their payday within a week of 
the usual first of the month. *

Capt. Imboden went to 
investigate and was himself shot dead by 
a native named Gonzales, who is now in 
rison for the murder.

Imboden and her brother, Harry W. Ren- 
shaw, are the surviving descendants of 
William Renshaw and Emily Morrison,

riage, are still living. Alfred H. Renshaw 
has been married twice and has four chil- 
dren, all of whom are minors.

FACTION AGAINST 
SYRIAN. PASTOR 


Father Emanuel Opposed by 
Parishioners, 


DESIRE HIS REMOVAL. 


THE ONLY SYRIAN CHURCH IN 
ST. LOUIS. 


Father Emanuel Denies That the In- 
surrection Amounts to Anything— 
Charges Should Be Preferred 
to Proper Authorities. 


The Church of St. Anthony of the Desert 
at 717 South Third street is the storm center 
of a controversy that has thus far led to 
the withdrawal of several families from the 
congregation. . . 

The communicants are divided into two 
factions and one is directly opposed to the 
administration of Father George Emanuel, 
the pastor. 

The congregation is composed exclusively 
of Syrians and the services are conducted 
in the Arabic tongue. 

It is claimed that Father Emanuel has 
solicited subscriptions for the support of 
the church from Americans, thereby creat- 
ing the erroneous impression that the Syr- 
ians are either too,poor or indifferent to 
contribute to the temporal welfare of their 
pastor. 

Furthermore, it is declared that Father 
Emanuel has not devoted enough time and 
attention to his parishioners and that on 


two occasions he completely ignored their 
wishes by locking the doors of the church. 
It is stated. moreover, that efforts of some 
of the members to have a sort of board of 
trustees appointed to look after the outside 
affairs of the church were disapproved by 
Father Bmanuel. 

Friends of Father Emanuel! insist there is 
no basis for the reports circulated deroga- 
tory to his administration and charge that 
a few malcontents have stirred up all the 
trouble. 

In vindication of Father Emanuel’s 
course in asking outside aid it is urged 
that during his pastorate, extending over 
a period of two years, he has received no

Father Emanuel’s ‘right to found the 
church was received from Father Gabriel 
Peter Karkenas, vicar in the United States 
of His Beatitude, John Peter, Patriarch of 
Antioch. 
A young man by the name of F. Khoury, 
living at 610 South Fourth street, has taken 
a firm stand against Father Emanuel, and 
saves with a rather confident air that “none 
of the Syrians will go to Father Emanuel's 
Church in the future.” 5 
* Khoury is a medical student, 2 years 
Aside from his professional duties, 
he the bookkeeper for N. Ferris, a 
merchandise dealer on South Fourth street, 
He speaks English fluently and seems to 
appear pra@d of the fact that he is looked 
upon as a leader in the present embroglio. 
“We are tired of Father Hmanuel,”” he 
said to the Post-Dispatch, “and wanted 
him removed long ago. None of the Syrt- 
ans will support him or the Syrian Church. 
Why? Because he has humillated us. 
has gone out and told the Americans that 
we are poor, indolent and careless. We 
will not stand for that kind of talk and 
that is why the revolt has become general. 
“Why. there are a score of Syrians, eacn 
worth $10,000 or $15,000. We are not a beg- 
garly people.

OHN J. M’CANN, tax reformer, attorney and real estate agent, is as firm in his determination today not to pay the $100 
fine imposed upon him by the court for refusal to pay his license as real estate dealer, as he was on the day he was in- 
carcerated in the St. Louis workhouse, twelve days ago. 

On the day he was taken to the workhouse he said to the Post-Dispatch: 
“I will never pay a price for my liberty. To that end I have refused many offers of friends to pay for a license upon 


that liberty 


Although my business has been wrecked, and I have nothing left in the world, I am conscious of no offense.” 


Yesterday he reiterated the statement and the utterance was as full of determination as upon the day it was first spoken. 


In appearance John J. McCann is not such a man as

By Prisoner John J, McCann. 
WORKHOUSB, July 25, 1900. 
To the Editor oi the Sunday Post-Dis- 
patch. 


HANDSOME new flag, the stars and 

stripes, was received for this institu- 

tion by Superintendent Kempf this 
afternoon and will be hoisted at ‘‘the 
dawns early light’’ tomorrow in the prison 
yard. As Mr. Kempf and Capt. Grossman, 
bookkeeper, unfurls it the latter expressed 
the hope to me that it would prove a ban- 
ner of even a larger and better freedom 
than that he fought for in 1861 to 1865, and 
Mr. Kempf nodded his head in approval. 

The old fiAag, which was to my mind 
morally more than materially overworn 
and stained, witnessed the departure of a 
new-born negro babe and its mother to the 
City Hospital this morning. The babe was 
born about 8 a. m. and was allowed its Hb- 
erty, or taken out of the prison an hour 
later. 

Sunday I had an interview with Chaplain 
Haggerty of the institution, who preaches 
industry, temperance and good association 
to the prisoners as the true guides to hap- 
piness. I asked him what he thought of 
my case in which I was fined and impris- 
oned for engaging in an innocent occupa- 
tion. He seemed puzzled. I then asked him 
if he paid a license to preach the gospel. 
He said no. And I invited him to don the 
uniform and share my cell with me as one 
guilty as myself. He was called out by a 
visitor at this point and I have not yet 
heard his answer. 

Sunday morning I attended church ser- 
vices. The celebrant read the Ten Com- 
mandments to the prisoners. My thoughts 
Gwelt on the first, thou shalt adore the 
Lord thy God and shal! not have strange 
gods before thee. The complacency with 
which he preached repentence to the peo- 
ple who to my mind were for the most part 
driven into the institution by man-made 
ordinances, presented to be a striking freak 
of the practice of what ts claimed to be 
Christianity, for is it not for obedience 
to that commandment I am here? You 
will find in the first page of my argument 
{n Heense tax brief I quote the divine word 
that I shall earn my bread by the sweat of 
my brow. 

Il am yet at sea as to why I am here. 
The State Supreme Court of one political 
party would seem to hint that it ts for 
“Sfusing to pay $25 a year rent or hire of 
myself to the clasres that control me to 
help swell the city revenue, or perhaps be- 
cause I have violated a police rule in fol- 
lowing the desperate occupation of real 
estate agent. I cannot find which or even 
determine that either is the cause of my itn- 
earceration as far as I can gather from 
the written opinion of the court. 

There are 271 men and &] women prison- 
ers in the institution, Many, if not most of 
them, in the wild anima! Stage of human 
existence, Perhaps I am pessimistic in this 
statement. I have been enjoying the priv- 
lleges of the yard to the full extent, retir- 
ing generally after the privoners are asleep, 
but fearing a recurrence of chills and 
fever, from which I Suffered last summer, 
I last night went to my cell early on ac- 
count of the chill and demp weather out- 
side and found that a number of the pris- 
oners Were discussing to subject of taxa- 
tion. It seemed to me in harmony with the 
new flag-raising and that possibly the com- 
ing dawn's early light had found a vent 
inte which it penetrated even to this mini-

Looking through the 
alley, which divides the main buildings, 
you see two dim gas lamps burning and a 
guard pacing the eastern area. LEast, the 
silent waters of the Mississippi are seen 
pursuing their way to the gulf. The pass- 
ing of the City of Providence is the event 
of the night. It passes too far from the 
prison to permit of its music being heard 
by the prisoners, but the brilliantly iilu- 
minated panorama of dancers and prome- 
naders aboard is visible from the cell 
window and many of the young and mid- 
dle-aged sigh for the time when they wore 
clothes other than these and were free 
men. 

The discipline here is very rigid and the 
fare is not elegant, but the unfortunate 
who does what he is told—and as far as I 
have seen the orders are not unreason- 
able—fares no worse than the freemen who 
do similar work outside, save that the 
wages here are a little less. 

The cells are scrubbed and cleaned every 
day by the female prisoners and are 
reasonably clean—perfectly so if the in- 
mates wish to keep them so, which has 
not been the case in any instance which 
l have come across.

buyer. When the market is dull and overe 
stocked these merchants often buy up aff 
(he melons on the track and hold them @ 
da: to let the market “ease wp.” In this 
way they are enabled to get fair prices all 
through the season. While melons are 
perishable fruit, they can safely be held 
a week and then reach the narket in goog 
condition. This is not the case with cante- 
loupes and muskmelona A great many of 
the former are shipped from this district. 
They are usually placed in baskets or 
crates before loading, but I have seen them 
bulked like watermelons. 


Many of the smaller growers manage ta 
realize quite a sum out of chelr crops by 
taking out “peddling cars."" They perhaps 
will have only enough canteloupss end 
melons combined to load one car, go they 
load a “mixed” car and arrange with the 
railroad to have it switched at any place 
they desire. When their car reachss the 
town they have designated they get inside, 
sell at retail as many as possible and the 
next day move on to the next town, end 
so on until they are all disposed of. In 
this way they often get a fancy price for a 
poor car of melons. 

Fertilizere are extensively used here and 
with good results.

AN ASTONISHING RACE, 


By Rev. Isaac Pierson, Missionary to China. 

HE Chinese are an astonishing race. Every fourth man.in this 
world wears a queue. Their history is not measured by cen- 
turies, but by millenniums. The official records of Chinese his- 

tcry are continuous and unbroken beck to the time of Isaiah and the 
beginnings of Greek and of Roman history, and, with unimportant 
breuks, that history extends to the time of Abraham, and almost to 
the flood. 

(her races have divided and subdivided and intermingled with 
ne'ghboring races until their types were largely lost, but the Chinese 
have retained their individuality. 

This race is indomitable. During tts 4000 years of existence 26 differ- 
ent dynasties have ruled its destinies, and several of these have been 
of foreign races, but In every case the habits and the laws and the 
characteristics of the conquering race have succumbed to those of the 
conquered. Such is the case with the present dynasty, which has been 
or the throne of China 256 years. It is Manchu in name, but it long 
ago became Chinese In character. 

The Chinese are persistent, and accomplish the thing they attempt, 
if not today, then it will be tomorrow. If a man die before he has ac- 
complished his purpose his gon will take it up and carry it to success, 
If his son fail his son's son will fulfill it. 

These bold affirmations are not platitudes. They are massive facts, 
and the meaning of them is that this pivotal year has disclosed to the 
world another Anglo-Saxon race. 

China has secluded herself from the other nationa of the earth. She 
has siept while they have waked. But her sleep has been that of a 
giant. Now she is awaking. Already she has roused to the conscious- 
ness of military power. Five years ago she suffered ignominious de 
feit before a nation of one-tenth her population, but now Krupp guns 
and Mauser rifles are in her hands, and she knows how to use them 
and Cares to do it. 

What will be the next step? And the next? God only knows. 

China will soon claim her place among the nations of the earth, and 
that place will be no insignificant one. It may be of immense power, 

What are the nations to do about {t? That I can but dimly trace, 
But one thing I know, and that is this: The same power that has made 
Christian nations to différ from heathen nations can, and it alone can, 
make heathen China into a Christian China. 

Let infidels and atheiscts praise science and commerce and military 
power, but these can never teach Christian virtues. Without Chris- 
tianity the wholesale massacre of Chinese Christians, of missionary 
teachers and physicians, and of merchants and ambassadors, may hap- 
pen 50 years hence as readily as today. A heathen China is a certain 
menace to the world. 


CHINESE SLOW TO MOVE.

ROM my knowledge of the Chinese, I should say that {t would be 
a very long time, even if opportunity offered, before they would 
develop any aggressiveness outside their own country. 

Supremely satisefid us they are with their own attainments and 
conditions, and despising all other peoples are barbarians, there would 
seein tc be no motive for conquest, no stimulus to enter into the strug. 
gie for power and for possessions that so dominates western nations. 

if there were to be any future peril from the Chinese I should say 
it would be an industrial one. It is scald that the poverty in China its 
s0 extreme there are thousands and thousands whose hunger is never 
quite satisfied. Stern necessities of life might drive them from their 
sancy wastes, their overcrowded cities, from their homes and even from 
their cherished graves to a land of ease and abundance like the United 
States, and their great numbers might overcome all barriers against 
them. 

They would bring with them their spectal characteristics of inde- 
fatigable industry, remarkable patience and frugality, clever worke 
manship and physical endurance and with their few wants and simple 
ways of living might flood the world with cheap labor. 

If they should bring with them and retain thetr religious customa, 
their innumerable superstitions, their immorality and carelessness of 
human life, there would be evident peril. 

It was my privilege some time ago while on a visit to China to 
meet a number of intelligent Christian Chinese gentlemen. They were 
a most interesting company and would make good citizens in any 
country. 

The Chinese are a fine race, and if with our western ideas, modern 
inventions and education we could give them Christianity, which has 
the power to transform them ifnto an honest, reliable, kindly, enlight- 
ened people, they would be no menace to western civilization.

He 
remembered in a general way her build, her 
gait and the character of her clothing. 

The description fitted a fortune-teller who 
had formerly lived near the Dents. It was 
learned that she had left Lowell, as near as 
could be recalled, at about the period of 
Arthur's disappearance. 

No one knew whither she had gone. 

This was important. Detectives started 
out to trace her. They have been working 
on her trail ever since. Two or three times 
they have found clews and believed them- 
selves on the eve of running her to »arth, 
but always disappointment has awaited 
them. : 

There is much to strengthen the ardor 
of this pursuit. The fortune-teller knew 
Arthur Dent and his parents, as she knew 
all the inhabitants of the dreary region sur- 
rounding the Lawrence, Suffolk and Tre- 
mont mills. 


She was attached to him, as every one Was 
who knew him. Whether that attachment 
was strong enough to create an overmaster- 
ing desire to have him always with her was 
matter for conjecture. 

Students of human nature pointed out 
that of all possible motives for the abduc- 
tion of Arthur Dent affection was, after 
all, the most probable. 

This was a new point of view. It was 
urged with great vigor by a thoughtful 
few and attracted much attention. 

It would be a perverted form of affection 
that would prompt the kidnapping of the 
beloved object from a happy home, con- 
signing a mother to an anguish of uncer- 
tainty worse than bereavement by death. 
But this does not weaken the theory. 

Unscrupuloug persons, it is pointed out, 
are just as susceptible to deep affections 
as conscientious persons. Human nature 
ie no stranger to euch contradictions as a 
woman with such a violent love for anoth- 
er’s child that she would risk everything 
and infiict any pain for the sake of making 
it her own. 

What more powerful motive could there 
be, it was asked, than such an affection? 
More powerful, the theorists declared, than 
avarice or revenge. 

Avarice and revenge, the only other mo- 
tives suggested by a kidnapping, seemed 
from the first to be out of the question. 
The poverty of the Dent family precluded 
the idea that Arthur had been stolen for a 
ransom, and enemies they had none. 

No chil ld could be better equipped to in- 


spire the fanatic love of some lonely woman 
than Arthur Dent. He was made to be 
loved. All sorts of people felt and acknow- 
ledged his potency to charm At the age of 
four he had the gift-that kings have longed 
for—the gift of winning loyal subjects by 
the sole authority of nature. 

He was handsome, fearless, fleet, strong, 
confiding, clever, eloquent, mirthful, far 
beyond most children of much greater age. 
In a word, he was bewitching. 


Grown-up people stopped in the street to 
watch him play. None could look upon him 
without smiling. Tired mill hands on ther 
way home from work brought gifts to 
giadden him Men of substance in buggies 
or carriages lifted him wp to ride with 
them. Fine ladies petted him. 

Not hatred but love was the enare that 
beset Arthur Dent's feet, say the theorists; 
greed not for gold but for careases was the 
motive for the crime.

One of the other boys during 
the first hours of anxiety told a playmate 
that he had pushed Arthur Into the water, 
but careful investigation showed that this 
was childish bravado. 

The water of all the canals in the neigh- 
borhood was drained off, and it was proved 
beyond peradventure that Arthur Dent hag 
not been drowned. Besides, two vunim- 
peachable witnesses, foremen in the mills, 
testified to having seen him in the street 
going toward home an hour after he had 
been playing on the canal bank. 

The subsequent testimony of Joe Lessen 
about the velled woman tis not thougtit by 
the police to be entirely above suspicion, 
but numerous other persons place faith 
in it.

American diamond dealers is about to 

be formed to work the dlamond fields 
of Brazil. It is claimed that such an under- 
taking might be successful in view of the 
fact that the prices of South African gems 
have been raised and that the Kimberley 
companies are making arbitrary demands 
upon thelr American customers. Whether 
such an enterprise is on foot or not, ft is 
unquestionably true that buyers who are 
now returning from the London annual 
June sales complain generally of the quality 
of stone offered them. They claim that the 
price quoted by the Kimberley syndicate 
in October, 1899, has not been changed—the 
prices had been raised nine times succes- 
sively between that date and July, 4%— 
but that grades which were classed second 
and third have been advanced to first and 
second place at the price which the genuine 
first and second sold for before last month, 
and that these last are now heid and sold as 
“specials.” Thus, while oid prices are 
quoted, the syndicate, it is complained, has 
reaily advanced the price about W per cent. 
Again, the syndicate this year is said to 
have obliged the American dealers to take 
“lots” of its own selection, so that the man 
who buys $100,000 worth of diamonds must 
take among them $0,000 worth of stones 
which he must sell proportionately at @ 
loss in this country. The weekly shipments 
from the Cape are now coming in te Leadon 
at the rate of from $250,000 to $300,000 worth 
of reugh stones.

During the 6 years that Weisman has 
lived in that neighborhood he has settled 
hundreds of disagreements, both domestic 


and financial. among those of his race, and 
the justice of his decisions never has heen 
questioned. He is the neighborhood orac!e. 
The people depend upon the wisdom of his 
utterances as did the Israelites of old upon 
the law and the prophets. The wisdom of 
Solomon Weisman 1s like unto that of Solo- 
mon the Wise. 

Sometimes he ts called Rabbi Weisman, 
though he is not a rabbi and he disclaims 
the title. His educational advantages were 
meagre, but he is well versed in the scrip- 
tures and the tenets of the ancient Jewish 
faith. He holds fast to the teachings of 
Judaism in letter and in spirit. He is de- 
vout in his faith, which was the faith of 
the fathers upon the plains of Judea, and 
he abates no jot nor tittle from the stern 
beliefs set down in the Old Testament. 

Six hours a day, seven days a week, Solo- 
_mén Weisman worships in the little syna- 
gogue at Ninth and Wash streets. From 
4:30 o’clock in the morning until 8 he sits 
in the synagogue, offering up prayers to 
Jehovah: and from 6 until 8:30 in the even- 
ing he prays there again. The aged mother 
of Weisman died last January. This is why 
he spends so much time in the synagogue. 

“Tt ts a law of our religion,”’ he explains, 
“that when the mother of a believer dies 
he must send up two prayers morning and 
evening fora year. This I do faithfully, for 
I am of the faith of the fathers.” 

Welsman weighs 235 pounds and stands an 
inch more than six feet. Now he is slight- 
ly bent, neck and head inclining forward, 
but his sons say that up to 15 years ago 
he was as straight as an oak post and as 
strong as an ox. John L. Sullivan was the 
figure used in comparison by one of Weils- 
man’s sons, who said that his father at 40 
years of age could lift 500 pounds and sling 
that weight over his shoulder. He made a 
wager about 15 vears ago that he could lift 
a certain astonishing number of sacks of 
flour. He did the trick, but he has not been 
entirely well since. 

When Weisman conducted a saloon in 
Russia he was his own grand bouncer. It 
is said that he used to pick up 10 or 12 men, 
one after the other, and fling them out- 
doors, thus breaking up a row. The Rus- 
sians respected his phy sic al strength as the

His personal appearance is strongly indi- 
vidualistic. His face is of ruddy hue. The 
nose is not prominent in profile but it Is 
broad, sloping down to each cheek with a 
slight curve. It is Roman rather than He- 
braic. There is nothing of the hook about 
that nose. Shorn of his patriarchal beard 
Weisman would not be taken for a Jew. 
His face is broad and round, full-fleshed, 
that of a well-fed man who sleeps nights 
and has an easy conscience. The mouth is 
broad, though the silken gray mustache 
conceals {it so that the lines are not dis- 
cernible. The teeth have not been well pre- 
served. Apparently he has eaten of much 
flesh. 

The forehead {s high and bald. A black 
skull cap sits well back upon his head. cov- 
ering his scant. gray hair, which, unlike his 
beard, !s short. 

The ears are large, but not unduly meaty, 
The neck {fs that of Tubal Cain, ponderous, 
swelling down to a full bosom which !s 
covered by a starchiess white shirt. He 
wears thick, heavy black trousers held up 
by broad blue susnenders. The trousers 
are not wrinkled, but they have an effect of 
being molded to the shane of his rugged 
lees. His shoes are of thick stiff cowhide. 
The foot {s flat and short and broad. He 
stands squarely upon the sole and holds 
his spine erect. 


Wetsman’s hands are the hands of a man 
of might. They are large, such as the 
village blacksmith should have for wield- 
ing the huge hammer; but the skin looks 
smooth, and there are few wrinkles in the 
palm for the study of the palmist. The 
fingers are fat but firm, the nail pared 
close. There {s no tremor of those hands as 
he talks. They are as firm as his arbitra- 
ment decisions. They betray no nervous- 
ness. They are the hands of a man of de- 
cision. 


Wetsman’'s eyes are faintly blue, big eyes 
that regard one critically as if the owner 
of the orbits were studying a possible cli- 
ent or witness tn his court of arbitration, 
They are kindly eyes withal, and when not 
engaged {in aiding Weisman’s conversation 
thev relax Into a dreamy gentleness be- 
tokening that the man has something of the 
poet in his make-up a sort of Tolstol devo- 
tion to ideals which is common to dream- 
ers and doers in the great world whereof 
Solomon Weisman has little part. The in- 
terviewer feels that he is being interviewed 
when Weisman turns those large orbs upon 
him, and when they are turned away in a 
conversational lull he feels that he is 
beholding a man out of the ordinary. one 
who under favorable environment would de- 
velop into a Moses to lead the children of 
Israel tnto the promised land. 


The life story of Solomon Wetsman is 
woven of the warp and woof of sorrow and 
joy, with more of the somber threads of 
woe than of the golden strands of rejoicing 
in the pattern. He has known worldly 
wealth and felt the sting of poverty. He 
has staggered under personal bereavements 
and rejoiced in the successes of his sons. 
He has bowed, though unwillingly, to the 
yoke of human oppression and has been 
ex: alted by his sub! lime faith in the eternal 
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justice. He faces the future unafraid, and 
Can say with the poet: 
In the fell clutch of cirenmstance 
I have not winced nor cris 
Under the biudgeonlugs of chance 
My head is bloody but unbowed. 

Weisman was born 56 years ago in Russia. 
He looks 20 years older, on account of his 
long, flowing, yellow-gray beard; but his 
unwrinkled face bespeaks the man but lit- 
tle beyond his prime. He grew up tn his na- 
tive village true to the religion of his race 
and thereby suffered the persecutions prac- 
ticed by the Czar’s own people against the 
Jews. 

Weisman inherited the quality of thrifti- 
ness that is nearly universal among his 
people. He had the commercial spirit. He 
strove end throve. Fortune favored his ef- 
forts and by the time he was 40 years of 
age he had built up a competency amount- 
ing to nearly $10,000 in property and busl- 
ness equities. This is his story:

éé4¥ LOVED feedom. In Russia there was 
| no freedom. In the time of Alexan- 
der ITI the Jews were persecuted be- 
yond endurance. There was no honesty 
among the officials. Russian police haunted 
our homes. We were suspected or accused 
on every pretext. To secure immunity 
from arrest we had to give bribes to the 
police. 

“In America we had heard there was 
freedom. We were told that in this land 
@ man was not hunted down unless he had 
committed murder or had robbed his broth- 
er man or had been guilty of crimes against 
the state. America was free, a man and 
his family here had the natural liberty 
given of God. 

“T resolved to come to America. I knew 
that it would entail a great financial loss 
and that I must struggle to gain a foot- 
hold; but freedom to me was more than 
money, and I came. 

“In my native viliage, In the midst of the 
place, I had a home and eight acres of 
land. TI had a saloon and other business 
enterprises. I left them all. I could not 
sell them. The Russian government con- 
fiscated much of my property. Nobody 
would buy what was left, even at 25 per 
cent of its value, for they knew that in 
time they could get it for nearly nothing. 
I still hold my eight acres of land tin the 
village and collect a little rent, but that is 
all. 

“T shall never go back to Russta. Here 
IT shall die and be burted. T have bought 
a lot in our Jewish cemetery. There I 
buried my aged father four years ago. 
There I buried my beloved son two years 
gone. There I laid away my good mother 
‘last January, and there my wife and my- 
self will be buried when we are gathered 
to our fathers; and I want my sons and 
my daughters and their children and their 
children’s children to be laid there. 

“IT would not have my children return to 
Russia if it meant a million dollars each for 
them. In this land they are free and have 
hope. In Russia there is no hope.”’ 

When Weisman landed itn New York he 
had his wife and stx children. some feather 
beds and a few thousand dollars. He came 
to St. ouls, where ever since he has resided. 

“When I first came,” he said, “I had 
many trials. People would see me on the 
street and cry: ‘See the sheeny with the 
long whiskers.’ I could not talk the En- 
glish well and was troubled in my soul. 
They made fun of my beard. I wear it 
still. It is a part of my religion that the 
beard shall not be cut. Never have I 
touched scissors to my face, and shall l 
do so. I never was shaved in my life. Un- 
til I die this beard shall be mine.

await the coming of a great storm which he 
predicts will sweep the white man from the 
earth. The Indian is to be saved. 

From this beginning similar prophecies 
were uttered at other reservations, nota- 
bly at White Earth, Ked Lake and Rainy 


Lake. 

At these points similar gatherings of the 
Indians have and invariably 
are accompanied by dancing shout- 
ing and various hostile demonstrations, 

The gatherings at first took on a religious 
nature, but whenever the Indians get (o- 
gether in large numbers and drink, as they 
are doing now, they become ex ‘ited and 
talk over their wrongs by no 
means imaginary, and the as 
on a new and threatening character. 

These Pillagers are the most restiess and 
aggressive band of Indians in the country, 
and caused the last uprising tn October, 
1898. For this uprising they have never been 
called to account, but on the other hand 
were given presents and treated as “‘good 
fellows” after the slaughter of our troops 
in the battle of Sugar Point, while the 
warrants which had been issued for the 
arrest of the leaders were recalled instead 
of being served. The Indians are not fools 
and they have boasted ever since of having 

whipped the United States troops, a clatm 
they can justly make. It is due to these 
conditions that some apprehension is felt 
by those who know the Indians best with 
regard to their present gathering at vari- 
ous points and indulging in war dances 
and similar manifestations of excitement. 


The grand medicine man of the tribe is 
regarded as having superhuman powers, 
and the Indian policemen, wito are friendly 
to the whites and are supposed to have 
abandoned their Indian superstitions, are 
often afraid to make arrests when threat- 
ened by the grand medicine man. Since the 
date of the predicted storm was first set 
for June M4, then for July M, and has now 
been again postponed to August, many have 
thought that the Indians would lose faith 
in thet: prophet, but this is not Likely.

chins, but they do not hold strictly to the 
law and the prophets as I do.” 

Weisman soon became identified with the 
Jewish church fn 8t. Louis and with Jewe 
ish society. As a man who was known to 
be of consequence in Russia he became the 
chosen counselor of his people in the vie 
cinity of his home, which is populated 
largely by Russian Jews who. like himself, 
fied from the Czar’s dominions to escape 
the intolerable persecution to which they 
were subjected. He had prospered in Rus<- 
sia, he had grown rich he had shows 
excellent business ability. It was but nate 
ural that among his people in St. Louls he 
should be selected as a mediator in cases 
of disagreement. 

For 15 years he has been the unoffictal are 
biter of his people, settling their disputes 
without going to law and thereby saving 
them much money and preventing great 
vexation of sptrit. It is said tn the dis- 
trict that he is perfectly honest and fair 
In his decisions, and no man rises up 
against him. So universal is the belief in 
his wisdom of judgment that no one thinks 
of appealing from his decisions. When 
Welsman settles a dispute it remains set- 
tled. “Well, that settles it.”’ is the popular 
verdict. 


“IT tell my people that ft fe better to are 
bitrate than to litigate. If they hire law- 
yers, the lawyers and the courts carry the 
case along for one, two, three, six months 
and the costs grow. The lawyers get much, 
the clients get little. Sometimes they have 
nothing left, and. besides, the quarrel 
grows with the costs and there is bad feel- 
ing among men that sheuld be brothers. 

“Arbitration is right. When two persons 
cannot agree about a debt they cal! me in. 
I hear both sides, and I ponder it well. f 
make my decision soon; sometimes in a 
few minutes, hardly ever more than a 
day, and never longer than a week. Then 
it is over, and both parties are satisfied. 
They agree to accept my judgment in the 
matter, and they respect my decision. 

“IT get small fees for this service—two, 
three or five dollars. and that helps me to 
live. My wife and I do not need much. 
We get a little rent for the other part of 
this house, which is all IT own here. I used 
to own the house up the atreet, Nos. 122 
and 1229, but when my son died I gave that 
property to his widow, Rebecca, and her 
five children. She has a grocery store there 
and can make a living for my son's chil- 
dren. Money ts good, but I would rather 
have my son back than to gain a million 
dollars. You may have lost money and 
sorrowed over it, but if you have never lost 
a child you know not what it is to be sor- 
rowfu!l.”’ 

As these words were uttered a bricht- 
faced young man, nattily dressed, entered 
the humble room. The great father-love of 
the patriarch was expressed simply but 
forcibly by his language in introducing the 
young man: 


“This is my baby, my youngest son.” 


Weisman pleces out his income with a. 


salary of $190 a year, which he receives as 
secretary of the Ohav Zedeck Lodge, I. O. 
B. A., and $50 a year as secretary of his 
Jewish congregation. The old man smiled 
as he remarked: 

“The synagogue has promised to raise my 
salary to $100, and that will help out.” 

Iie exhibited with pride a Prince Albert 
coat of broadcloth which he had made two 
years before he left Russia and which still 
serves as his dress coat on occasions of 
importance. 

“For 18 years I have worn this coat, and 
it is still good. I wear it now only on holl- 
days and the like, for if I should appear on 
the street with ft, and my long beard, the 
people would mistake me for a rabbi 
agatin.”’ :

The deed was done in self- 
defense, yet the spilling of human blood hag 
ever been weighing him down HMke a mill- 
stone. He was acquitted of the charge of 
murder, but in less than a year after his 
acquittal he voluntarily offered to endure 
the punishment which before he fought se 
hard to escape. 


Kelly is 61 years of age. It was In 1870, 
when he had just reached manhood and 
while a sailor on the ship W. C. Winthrop, 
that he committed the deed.

ATED BY THE PREVAILING FAD. 
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Details in the Manufacture of the Spheres 
Which 300,000 American Golfers 
Delight to Knock About. 


O MAKD a little gutta percha golf ball 
and make it properly requires skill 
and patience. More money is spent to 

purchase golf balls than for any other play- 
thing that ever was known. 

The cost for balls !s far in excess of the 
cost ef clubs used, and the expense of clubs 
is no small item, but a club may last a 
year or two. It can be mended, if broken, 
for a few cents, or by the player himself 
at no expense except of time; it does not 
pay to have a club mended if the cost ex- 
ceeds half its original price. 

But a ball, which costs, on the average 
% cents, may be lost at a single stroke. A 
beginner or an unskilled player may either 
use up or lose a dollar’s worth of valls in 
each day's play: professionals and experts 
also are very extravagant in their use of 
balls. They must have a new one froquent- 
ly, and of the best make. In tournanents 
and matches only new balls are used, and 
those the best. Some playcrs even put a new 
hall into play at each hole. There are fool- 
ish, extravagant players, 
wp a ball that has gone a little wide, and 
not have thelr old balls remado,

who do 
either giving them to thelr caddies, losing 
them or driving them off wildly tnto space 
for sport. 

But in the economy of nature few things 
are utterly lost—not even golf balls, which 
are harvested by the caddies and marketet 
each one to reappear as a remade ball, a 
little emallier than before, but and 
white and round, good enough for practice 
at least, costing about 20 cents, or one- 
third less than a brand-new one. The cost 
of a golf ball may be reduced still further 
by saving and turning In old balls to be re- 
made; they are worth about a dollar a 
dozen, either for remaking or for the gutta 
percha. 

We have only ta consider how many are 
playing the game to get a faint idea of the 
amount of money spent for this expensive 
plaything. BPvery city in this country has 
its golf club; many have more than one. 
There are over 69 enrolled members of 
golf clubs in the little suburban city 
where I live. Supposing there are 600 
guch enroliments, that would give us 300,- 
I. believe

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there are doulde that number of players, 
counting children of members, who are 
not. enrolled, and unattached players and 
caddies, some as often as five, six or seven 
times a week, and others not oftener than 
once Or twice, we get a sum in arithmetic 
that would look like this: 

Number of months’ play per year, aver- 
age, six; number of weeks’ play per month, 
average, three; number of times’ play per 
week, average, two; number of balls used 
up or lost per time, average, two: number 
of players in the United States of all sorts 
and conditions af men, women and children 
(about one in 250 of population), 300,000. 

Now, this estimate calls for a total of 
21,600,000 gutta percha golf balls, which is 
a low estimate of each one of the different 
items, and !s a conservative estimate of 
the number of times, 36, that the average 
golfer plays during the year. At 2% cents 
average cost per ball, the cost of these balis 
would be $5,400,000. 

The only suitable material for golf balls 
is gutta percha—a gum which comes from 
India and Borneo and other tropical lands. 
It is resillent but not elastic, like India 
rubber. It Is heavy enough to fiy well, 
tough enaugh to resist, without cracking or 
crumbling or chipping, the hardest blows of 
a driver of wood or of fron. Gutta percha 
Is not too lively, not too resillent: while Tn- 
dia rubber is, and would either eo baunding 
erratically all over a field and be last tf 
made of lively or pure gum, or be dead and 
unresponsive if made of adulterated com- 
India rubber. Hard rubber—that 
is, vulcanized rubber—would have many cf 
and outward appear- 
ances of gutta percha balls, but would chip 
and crack, and eannat be substituted. 

(yutta pereha costs about double the price 
of India rubber, or about $1.20 to §2 per 
pound; and the demand !{s increasing and 
the supply diminishing. Golf alone is re- 
sponsibie for a sharp advance in price of 
this commodity. After gutta percha !{s pro- 
cured in !ts raw state it is more ar 
adulterated It {s necessary to wash 
‘t and purify it. It ls then rolled into 
sheets and compressed, and made into 
tubes or sticks about an Inch and one-half 
in diameter. These sticks are then carefui- 
ly cut into sections just large enough to 
mold a golf ball af any given size wanted 
with as little to spare as possible, because

By Lieut. O.C. Nichols. 


BALER, P. I., June 4, 1900, 
Via Manila, June 14. 
REACHED Manila a year ago and 
have been in the field every day since. 
I am now second lieutenant tn Com- 
pany D, Thirty-fourth United States Volun- 
teer Infantry, stationed at Baler. 

Upon our arrival here we were assigned 
to Lawton’s brigade, which formed the 
center of three columns which moved from 
San Fernando to the China Sea on the 
north last fall. Words are inadequate for 
a complete description of our experiences 
‘on that march. We went from San Isi- 
dro west to Aleoga, to Victoria, thence 
etraight north through Bantista and By- 
ambang to Dagupan. 

ng the dangerously swollen Rio 
Cheko on independent rafts, when the 
rainy feason was at its worst, we lost 
three men. one of them a brother officer 
a .

inches to three feet In depth. 

Leaving Aleoga Nov. 13, with rations for 
a day and a half, the first channel ~e swam 
settied the hardtack and sugar. As a mat- 
ter of fact, it settled the coffee, giao. At 
noon we found a patch of ground above 
water, and by burning dry grass boiled 
some of the weakened coffee grains—no cof- 
fec from this time on. 

Some of the men fried some of their water- 
soaked hardtack, which, during the morn- 
ing, had assumed proportions which caused 
haversacks to remind one of the proverbial 
‘“nizened purp,”’ but that beat nothing by 
several laps. 

At night we had covered 12 miles and 
reached Calapangau, a small town 12 miles 
from Victoria, and counted it good sub- 
marine work. I flatter myself that I can 
shoulder my proportion of such hardships 
with any other living man, and confess that 
I did not care to take a stroll after supping 
“branch water’ and partaking of boiled 
duck.

Remember that we 
had started with only one day's rations, 
and the water had dissolved our salt and 
sugar, ruined our hard bread and we had 
eaten our salt meat.- We were now graz- 
ing. For 27 days we crossed and recrosse4 
the Cheko river, sleeping in swamps, 
wire grass and jungles. Every day rain 
fell in abundance and day after day we 
became leaner. I weighed in for that trip 
at 168 pounds and reported to Lawton at 
Ting with 132.

We killed chickens and ate nce with- 
out sugar. 

Weak and growing weaker, the men stayed 
On their feet. To fall out meant death. 
Fever attacked us, Day after day they ate 
raw meat and roten rice, then took their 
place ‘n the jine of march. As soon as the 
food became warm in the stomach it rebelled 
and man after man would step out from 
that long winding column as it swept 
through the tall grass wading in water knee 
deep and vomit, then back into ranks again 
only to repeat it after the next meal. [I 
know whereof I speak in this matter, for I 
was one of them, 

After the fever began to affect our lean 
ranks seriously I saw poor devils with tem- 
perature at 104 degrees, eyes shut, forms 
bent forward, pull.ng along—blind—insane— 
yet Sane enough to know that a bolognative 
knife) drawn across their throat was worse 
than dropping dead amid their friends. We 
had no ambulances. Every man stood upon 
his own pins. They had it to do Every 
man's burden was equa). So on we pressed. 

We crowded the fleeing insurrectos s0 
close that we made them run their light 
artillery, packed on caribous, into streams, 
drop their ammunition end even cooking 


utensils by the path tin order to lighten 
their loads, Day after day we expected 
to overtake them. Day after day we lay 
down in water disappointed. They were 
now going westward, evidently heading 
for Byambang, a point on the Manila & 
Dagupan Railroad, and when we finally 
reached that village we found Gen. Mac- 
Arthur there. He had advanced straight 
up the railroad and reached it at noon the 
previous day, and at 6 o'clock on the pre- 
vious afternoon had fought the band we 
had been pursuing, kill ng many, and driv- 
ing the remainder of them northward. 

We pulled out in hot pursult after the 
remnant. Lieutenant-Colonel Hawze is not 
the man to quit the chase until the game 
is bagged. So sick and weak and hungry 
as we were, now that we had endured so 
much, we were after revenge. We dragged 
along the railroad to Dagupan, captured 
it, and learned that Maj. Logan had en- 
gaged the enemy 12 miles east of that town 
the previous afternoon at San Fabian, !n 
which fight the gallant Logan was killed. 
The insurrectos (those not killed or chp- 
tured) scattered in all directions and 
ceased to exist as an organization. 


At Dagupan we waitited for rations and 
clothing. and incidentally to rest a bit.

HOMAS HUTCHISON of this (Liv- 
ingston) county has completed his 
one hundredth year and ts still in the 

enjoyment of good health. He was born 
in Pittsylvania County, Virginia, Feb. 26, 
1800. If he shall live until next Jan. 1 he will 
have seen the light of three centuries. The 
old man has ohildren and grandchildren 
and his grandchildren have grandchildren. 
All of them united in a grand celebration of 
his last birthday. 

“Unele Tom" Hutchison’s childhood was 
Epent in Kentucky. 

When two years old he moved with his 
parents to that state from Virginia, the en- 
tire journey being made on horseback with 
his mother. 

His parents were prosperous people, but 
“Uncle Tom” worked hard when a boy, and 
he now recalls those days on his father’s 
farm as the happiest of his life. He even 
remembers some of the incidents of the 
War of 1812, and calls to mind the joyous 
ecclebration in his neighborhood when the 
news came of America’s victory over the 
invading Pritish. 

In those days it was customary for 
young men to remain and help their tath- 
ers until they became of nge, and Thomas 
Was not married until he reached his ma- 
jority in 1821. His wife was Miss Mary 
Tate, who was born in Linceln County, 
Kentucky, Feb. 18, 1799. 

Early in 1840 he became interested in the 
great country being opened and settled in 
Missourt, and that year rode on horseback 
to this state and ‘purchased 1°90 acres of 
Jand in what is now Livingston, Daviess and 
Grundy Counties. The following year he 
Teturned with his family, briaging a'so 
Wnany bushels of timothy, clover, bluegrass 
and other seeds which were practically un- 
known to this country in those early ¢ays. 
Ffe supplied the farmers for many miles 
Hround with seeds and soon the lowlands 
and forests were cleared of brush and trees 
and were replaced by Gelds of waving grass 
wuch as were grown in his tative state, 
Hentucky.

time the largest in this part of the country.

I'ncle Jim is 6 feet 6 inches in height, 
weighs 130 pounds, and never weighed more 
than 136. His complexion is chocolate brown, 
but his hair and beard are almost w bite, 
His form is quite erect, and he does rot 
look a day over 8) years. He sees well and 
hears without difficulty. His volce, howe 
ever, is returning to childish treble and bee 
trays his extreme age.

ADY RANDOLPH CHURCHILL, 

§ whose wedding to Lieut. George 

Cornwallis West took place in Lon- 

don yesterday, was not the first woman of 

prominence to marry @ man by many years 
her junior. 

Lieut. West is 24 years old. Even before 
he was born his present wife, the brilliant 
Jennie Jerome of New York, became the 
wife of Lord Randolph Churchill. Her son, 
Winston Spencer Churchill, the English 
war correspondent, born Nov. 30, 1874, is 
nearly two years older than the young army 
officer who yesterday became his step- 
father. 

The exact age of Lady Churchill is not 
recorded, but it is very close to 60 years. 
Bhe was a daughter of the late Leonard 
Jerome, and married Lord Randolph 
Churchill In 1872—ltong before the time when 
the marriage of American heiresses with 
foreign noblemen hecame fashionable. 

To her efforts, mote than to any other 
one thing, it is said, har husband owed his 
long success as a public man. After his 
death, five years ago her mind sought ac- 
tivity in other channels. She devoted her- 
self to charity. She reveled in soctety. At 
the commencement of the Boer war sho 
helped fit up the hospital ship Maine and 
went as a nurse to the battleflelds of South 
Africa. Two of her sons were in the field 
—one a correspondent and one as a 
soldier. The latter she attefided during a 
long illness. She had already established 
the Anglo-Saxon Review, to which none but 
titled persons were asked to contribute. and 
which sells at $5 a copy. But all this time 
her heart was with young Lieut. West, 
and no amount of gossip, no amount 
of reviling eould alter her determination 
to wed him, once they were engaged. The 
Prince of Wales took a hand, at the 
urgent request of the Cornwallis West 
family, and tried to have him or- 
dered back to South Africa. But this 
failed. Then the young soldier was sun- 
struck, Still the determination of Lady 
Churchill was not moved, and she declared 
this was only one more reason why she 
should wed him. 

“And so they were married.”’ 

G. W. Steevens, the English war corres- 
pondent who was Killed a few months ago 
in South Africa, was the husband of a 
woman twice his age, and none mourned 
the death of the brilliant voung writer more 
sincerely than she. Their devotion to each 
other Is said to have been remarkable for 
-its constancy. Her age is about 60 vears. 

Cornelius Vanderbilt, Jr.. when barely 21 
vears old, married Miss Wilson of New 
York. She was so much his sentor that a 
startled crv went up from the entire house 
of Vanderbilt when their intention of wed- 
ding became apparent. His father threct- 
ened to disinherit him. This meant a loss 
of several million dollars to the young man, 
but he paid the matter no heed. He was 
duly disinherited, and {t is said that his 
marriage to Miss Wilson hastened the 
stroke of paralysis which caused his fath- 
er’s death. Still, from a standpoint of hap- 
piness, his wedding may be said to be 
an entire success. 

Looking backward, Dr. Samuel Johnson, 
the famous old English novelist, poet and 
philosopher, author of ‘‘Rasselas’’ and 
“Paul and Virginia,”’ married a widow who 
was not only much older than himself, but 
decidediy ugly. Yet Boswell records that 
they ‘‘lived happy ever after.”’ 

George Washington, the Father of His 
Country was captivated by the graces of 
Widow Martha Custis, although she was 
several vears older than he. Not only wé@re 
they happy. but it is recorded that she had 
much to’ do with shaping the career and 
guiding the course of the nation’s first 
president. The esteem in which she is still 
held, after 100 years, Is evidenced by the 
respectful attention always paid to the 
name of. Martha Washington. 

Mrs. Charlotte Perkins Stetson, a divor- 
cee, famed as a writer on economic sub- 
fects, on June 16 became the wife of George 
Houghton Gilman, a New York lawyer, sev- 
eral vears her junior. 

Mrs. Stetson ts widelv known as the 
author of two books which won her in- 
stant recognition: “Women and Economics” 
a prose treatise, and “In This Our World,” 
a collection of verse embodying her views 
on economic questions: also for that weird 
story.

HERE is one man in New York who 
knows the exquisite agony of torture 
the Chinese Poxers are Cap- 
able of inflicting. At their hands he has

been put in frons, dragged through the 
hot sun In chains, stood naked in the hot, 
burning squares of Chinese cities, while 
crueities unspeakable were infiicted upon 


him, and forced to witness the executions 
of others, with the promise of dying on the 
morrow, while he stood knee-deep in the 


blood of the massacred. 
Yet Gen. Edward Forester still lives to 


tell his frightful tale and still suffers the 


effects of his tortures, though 40 
have intervened since his ransom. 

Gen. Forester was the commander-in- 
chief of Li Hung Chang’s army when the 
last uprising of the Boxers was put down. 
Then he was young, vigorous, reckless and 
filled with the spirit of war, and with this 
spirit commanded the handful of men that 
afterward came to be known as “The Ever 
Victorious Army.” Today, as the result of 
the horrors and hardships through which 
he has passed, he is broken in health and 
epirit. the fine, soldierly form is bent, the 
firm tread totters, the head that planned 
skilful victories for the imperial throne 
of China is white as snow.

Every conceivable indignity was heaped 
upon him, and even today the old man’s 
face grows haggard with agony when he 
recalls those awful days. At every city 
where the Boxers halted these tortures 
were repeated, each one trying to outdo 
the other in devising cruelties. 

When Chapco, the destination and head- 
quarters of the Boxers was reached, For- 
ester was imprisoned in a cell overlook- 
ing the public square. His chain was left 
sufficiently long for him to get to the 
windew, where he was compelled to wit- 
ness hourly the tortures and executions 
that took place, and was told each day that 
euch fate would be his upon the morrow. 

Suddenly the persecution ceased. He was 
given food that he could eat, end his chains 
were removed. He was also allowed to 
breathe fresh air. Then cne day he was 
escorted into the presence of Wang. 

There the protecting king offered 
$50.0 to take command of the Boxers 
Forester refused the offer. 

Wang then offered $100,000 if he would 
go to Shanghai as a spy. The offer was 
indignantly refused. Again and again the 
cffere was repcated. Then Forester 
broached the subject of a ransom. He was 
sure the imperialists would pay $!0,0% for 
his release But the Boxers were not in 
need of money. What thev needed were 
arms and ammunition. One million rounds 
cf ammunition, two hundred siands of 
arms, and fifteen hundred pounds of opium 
was the ransom Wang finally agreed he 
would take.

no hopes to secure free- 
dom at such a cost. It meant strengthen- 
ing the Boxers’ forces. But he wrote to 
li Hung Chang and placed the conditions 
before him. The note was taken by cour- 
ier, and Wang gave 20 days grace. Then, 
if the government was not heard from, 
the long-deferred death by torture was to 
take place. 

Gen. Fvurester describes those days of 
waiting as the most acute tcrture be un- 
derwent. After 18 days he saw first the 
topmast, then the sails and then the hull 
of the vessel which he krew brought life 
end liberty and al! that he thought for- 
ever lost. So started the personal friend- 
ship between Gen. Forester and Li Hung 
Chang, and in all the world the Chinese 
diplomat has no more faithful admirer. 

Gen Forester was taken to Shanghai and 
all possible military honors shown him. 
It took months of careful nursing to bring 
him back to health, but as soon as he was 
able to get back to camp he was anxious 
to take up the thread of battle where he 
had dropped it. Forester knew there was 
no better way to prove his appreciation to 
Li Hung Chang than to win a victory. He 
therefore planned to regain Sing Pu, the 
only the ever victorious army had 
lost. It proved a victory so supreme that 
it paid for his ransom. Thousands of Box- 
ers, among them many high offictals, were 
captured, and Li sent the mayor Sung 
Kiang to Sing Pu with full authority to 
cut, kill or take away those captured. The 
scene that followed turned Forester sick, 
used as he was to bloodshed and battle. 
Blood ran like rivers in the streets, and 
corpses and fragments of corpses floated 
out at the gates. 

Then occurred a pretty Incident of war. 
A son of one of the Wangs was led one 
morning to the slaughter. He was the 
same age and resembled the boy who had 
befriended Forester. The general inter- 
fered and the mayor readily acquiesced. 
Forester placed the boy under his own 
care and kept hi mwith him threugh sub- 
sequent tours of Egypt and Furope until he 
returned to his native land. Then the 
young Wang, filled with American push, 
which Ferester’s training had iInstliled, 
went West and settled in Lansing, Mich. 
There he married an American girl, and 
is today one of the prosperous merchanis 
of that city. 

After Gen. Ward's death Gen. Forester 
succeeded him in command of the army, 
but his health had been seriously crippled 
and after several more victorious battles 
he was ccempelled to resign. 

Gen. Forester has never recovered from 
the shocks of the torture through which he 
passed. Yet even though his body had re- 
covered, his memory} would haunt him al- 
ways with the scenes of horrors. He de- 
clares the cruelty of the Boxers surpasses 
the range of human imaginaticn.

August and September by the Fanciers 
of This Neighborhood. 


T. LOUIS has become one of the 
world’s centers for the homing or car- 
rier pigeon industry, and the fanciers 

have arrayed an elaborate series of races 
beginning next month and running into 
September. 

In the last year 2500 ofthese precious 
birds were bred here, and from present in- 
dications this number will be very largely 
increased during the next two months. 

The birds are imported from 8t. Louis to 
many points, chiefly in the South and West. 
They range in value from $ to $15. The 
average price is $6. so that St. Louis reaps 
an annual profit of $15,900. 

Outside of the individual pigeon fanciers, 
of whom there are 25 in this city, the hom- 
ing birds are raised as a sort of pastime 
and afford unlimited sport for hundreds of 
St. Loulsans. 

Races from 100 to 600 miles distance have 
become a feature and are brought off twice 
a year under the auspices of the Mound 
City Homing Pigeon Club. 

Prominent among the members of this or- 
ganization are Robert Aull, president of 
the St. Louis Fair Association; John Ww. 
Parkinson, 1219 Euclid avenue; 8S. P. Mc- 
Chesney, 5619 Clemens avenue; Adolph Gla- 
ser, 3218 Osceola street; E. P. Nichols, Ben- 
ton: C. J. Sadler, Old Orchard; George 
Smith, 6041 Ridge avenue; R. Ploegge, 4260 
John avenue; H. W. Buschman, 3062 Sheri- 
dan avenue, and Frank P. Jones, 5117 Ken- 
sington avenue. 

All of them are identified with the Na- 
tional Homing Bird Association, whose 
headquarters are in Philadelphia. 

Each has a loft of from 30 to 50 birds, ag- 
gregating in worth $18,000. 

Kensington, a 2-year-old carrier pigeon 
owned by Mr. F. P. Jones, holds the cham- 
pionship record of America for 200 miles. 
The bird traversed that distance at the 
rate of 1397 yards per minute, which Is a 
far higher rate of speed than is made by 
the fastest trains. 

In a recent race from Big Sandy, Tex., to 
St. Louis Mr. J. W. Parkinson's bird Lex- 
ington covered the distance, 500 miles, in 
less than 19 hours. This record is seldom 
approached. 

Perhaps no bird in the country has made 
more extensive tours than Kensington. He 


has journeyd all over the western and 
southern part of the United States. He is 
four yvears old and began his traveling 
feats when only 10 years old. ’ 

The first vear he carried messages @ to- 
tal distance of 1500 miles; the second year 
9500 miles, and since he attained distinc- 
tion as a racer of the hardiest kind Lex- 
ington has exercised his wings over £000 
miles of “Uncle Sam's domain. 

Fifty birds were entered in a contest from 
Piedmont to St. Louis, 106 miles, four weeks 
ago. H. W. Buschmann’s bird won, mak- 
ing the distance in 4 hours and 17 minutes. 
or at an average rate of speed of 1055 yards 
per minute. 

Physicians situated fn the country have 
sent to St. Louis for carrier pigeons and 
through them they communicate with their 
patients who are not easy of access. 

Recently several St. Loulsans established 
the Belgian Homing Pigeon Association, of 
which Henry Knight has been elected pres- 
ident. 

Races between the birds owned by the 
members of the two organizations are con- 
templated. 

The Mound City Club has already com- 
pleted arrangements for a series of con- 
tests, to take place {in August and Septem- 
ber. 

The schedule is as follows: 

Aug. 15—Kimmswick, Mo., 20 miles. 

Aug. 18—De Soto, Mo. 40 miles. 

Aug. 21—Ironton, Mo., 75 miles. 

Aug. 24—Piedmont, Mo., 106 miles. 

Sept. 1—Corning, Mo.. 160 miles. 

Sept. 8—Swifton, Ark., 202 miles. 

The young birds, that is those under 2 
years, constitute the fall entries. Those 
above that age are eligible only in the con- 
tests that take place in the spring. 

In the series of races for the old birds, 
concluded two weeks ago, John W. Parkin- 
son carried off the prize, which is a solid 
silver cup.

HREE or four years ago there were 
Pe 200 trained carrier pigeons in St. 
Louis. During that period, however, 
the sport made phenomenal strides and to-

day St. Lonis holds a commendable pos!l- 
‘tion with some of the leading cities of the 
country. Philadelphia, of course. stands 
first, that city was probably the first 
to engage in training the birds on an ex- 
tensive scale, 

I recollect reading in a Boston paper of 
a record made by a carrier pigeon and:I de- 
cided I could beat the time made. So I! 
went East for a pair of birds and trained 
them. That was in 1897. I had much suc- 
cess with other St. Loulisans who started 
bird races. 

The idea of a club suggested itself and 
soon after its birth the sport received a 
fresh impetus. 

Each season registers many recruits to 
the ranks of the bird-training industry, and 
at no time has the interest flagged. 
There is a big demand for homing pigeons, 
so called from their wonderful attachment 
to their home or loft. 

They are a species by themselves, and 
the ordinary pigeon such as the fantail or 
the nun might be kept in a loft for years 
and yet if set adrift never find its way 
back. In fact, the fantail could not fly 
more than a few miles before being thor- 
oughly exhausted.

Frequently the common pigeons gain en- 
trance to my loft and then a battle royal 
ensues. The carrier pigeon is the gamecock 
among birds and will pick its adversaries 
to death. When a stray pigeon enters the 
loft he is immediately reminded in a most 
forcible and unpleasant manner that his 
company is undesirable. This indicates, 
too, the fine aristocracy of the homing pi- 
geon. 

The use of the bird is becoming more ex- 
tensive all the time. Not long ago I hada 
call from a doctor in one of the interior 
counties for a pair of homing pigeons. 

Two were sent. The physician has many 
patients who live quite a distance from him 
and he cannot reach them inside of five or 
six hours. To save time he puts his car- 
rier pigeon into service. The messages tell- 
ing of the condition of his patient are de- 
livered daily so that he readily ascertain 
whether his presence is needed.

Whether the homing pigeon instinct Is 
that of sight or location is a much-mooted 
question. I am inclined to the theory of 
sense of location as opposed to dependence 
on sight.

It has been shown by 
those who have risen to a height of seven 
miles that the cold is unbearable and that 
pigeons when dropped from a balloon fall 
like lead, so great ts the density of the at- 
mosphere. From this it will be seen that 
the theory of sight lacks stable conclu- 
sions. 

Training carrier pigeons is a fascinating 
sport. I have 40 in my loft. Of that num- 
ber seven are racers. 

When a bird is born we send notice to 
the national association and in turn receive 
a small plece of aluminum on which are 
engraved two letters indicating the year of 
its birth. For 1990 the letters thus are 
N. H. The aluminum is fastened around

the bird’s leg and is never removed. This 
is done to keep a record of age. 


When 2 weeks old he is fed on corn. The 
actual training does not begin until he 
reaches the fourth week. Then the bird is 
taken a few feet from the loft and allowed 
to find its way back. 

After it is 6 weeks old it is taken a dis- 
tance of 300 or 400 yards and released. 

At the end of the 10th week the bird is 
ready for a race. His strength is then put 
to a practical test, because there are weak 
and strong birds. just as there are men of 
opposite physical makeup.

A 
timing machine is placed in the different 
lofts.

In my loft I have a machine which as 
soon as the bird enters, touches an electrie 
circuit and a bell tn my room rings. The 
exact time of the bird ts determined by 
means of a timing machine. The report 
of a race includes the time of start, atmos- 
pheric conditions, the wind at both points, 
owner of a bird, breed, regular number, 
referee's number, counter mark and time of 
day when machine ts stopped.

ILLY is the unpretentious name of a 
fine looking sorrel horse of utique 
tastes and exceptional attainments 

owned by Capt. Robert E. Lee of 1918 Laflin 
street. . 

Just now Billy is engaged in the rather 
conventional pursuit of transporting his 
owner to and from his office every day and 
occasionally propelling the Lee family con- 
veyance in the evening. 

Rut Billy has not always lived this 
prosiac life. Born on a ranch in Mon- 
tana, he has traveled over 6000 miles as a 
portion of Unicle Sam’s army and learned, 
among other things, to answer bugle calls, 
drink beer out of a pall and extend his 
front foot to visitors who come into his 
presence. 

Billy had lived about four years of the 
life that horses in Montana usually lead 
until Col. Jay L. Torrey (who was once 
a St. Louisan) organized his regimer: of 
rough riders. When they were ordered to 
Jacksogville, Fla., Billy was taken along 
as part of the regiment’s equine equip- 
ment. There he was purchased fxom Col. 
Torrey by Capt. Lee, who was then cap- 
tain of Company M of the Sixth Missouri. 

Capt. Lee rode him about Jacksonville 
whenever his official duties called for any 
travel and then to Tampa, Fla., and later 
took him to Havana. While the Sixth was 
encamped at Havana, Capt. Lee rode 200 
niiles into the interior of Cuba. After Capt. 
lee was mustered out he brought Rillv 
back with him to this country, stopping 
for several months in New York 
returning to this cfty. 

It was while in the army that Billy's 
idiosyncracies developed One duy some 
of the privates in Capt. Lee's company 
gave the horse some beer. It scemed to 
agree with him very much. Thereafter, 
whenever his sharp eyes detect any of 
the soldiers in camp drinking beer he 
would quietly wend his way towards them 
in the hope of securing some of the am- 
ber fluid. Capt. Lee saw no harm in al- 
lowing his charge: to indulge sparingly in 
the foamy beverage and cccasionally gave 
him a sip that happened to be left in a 
small bottle. At one Aime, the captain 
avers, Billy drank hal®@ pail of becr at 
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VERY summer, from th@yvarious re-

The limit of Billy's 
capabilities in this direction has never been 
tested, but his owner inclines to the be- 
lief that his hero of many dress parades, 
if not battles, would very likely allow him- 
5e1f to become intoxicated were a  suf- 
fi@ency ot the amber brew placed within 
his reach. 

Billy has mede a reputation for himself 
as a thirsty horse in other ways than by 
displaying a surprising fondness for Leer. 
He became imbued early in his army career 
“with the military maxim that it is a very 
good thing; for any hody about a camp to 
be ueble to take care of himself. He saw 
the soldiers, when fey were thirsty, turn 
on the faucet of the company ice wuter 
barrel and noticed Cubans pick up the end 
of a hose and proceed to regale themselves 
with the water that exuded from ite end. 
In a short time he mastcred both of these 
nccomplishments. Even since his arriva! 
in St. Louis, Billy has been known to place 
his capacious mouth over a converent 
faucet and, with his sturdy molars, twist 
the handle until the water ran in a stream 
sufficient to allay his thirst. Capt. Lee 
says, also, that while in Central Park, New 
York, one day Billy picked up the end 
o! a hose from the grass and took a drink 
for himself without assistance. 

In acquiring the military art of talking 
care of himself, Billy incidentally acquired 
the quality of curiosity. Whenever he 
sees Capt. Lee with a newspaper or other 
paper package in his pocket, he lifts it out 
with his teeth. If there is nothing rood 
to eat within the paper covering he re- 
places it. One of the hostlers in the stable 
where Capt. Lee keeps his equine wonder 
during business hours can give conclusive 
testimony to Billy's ability in this direc- 
tion. He went into the stable one day 
lust week with a coffee cake wrapped in 
paper and deposited the package in the 
vicinity of the military steed. After he 
had gone Billy deftly removed the paper 
and ate the coffee vake. 

Billy’s adaytabilitv for military work is 
as marked as his appetite is exceptional. 
Jie had not been long in the army berore 
he learned to distinguish the bugle calls 


the three leaflets which form the com- 
pound leaf is an unfailing mark of ident{- 
fication.

The other plant of our northern 
woods that is poisonous to the touch is the 
poison elder or sumac. It is a small tree 
growing from six to twelve feet in height. 
The leaves are compound, with 11 to 13 long 
narrow leaflets. arranged in pairs on either 
side the mid-rib, which gives it an attrac- 
tive, palm-like appearance. mueh like the 
true sumac, The worst cases of poisoning 
from this plant have come from cutting 
the canes, for the long, smooth rods... of the 
thickness of the thumb, look to be just the 
thing for fishing poles. In a case of poison- 
ing from the sumac the treatment should 
be the same as for poison ivy.

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< All other poisonous plants must be eaten 
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to do mischief. One of the most common 
is a species of flag that is mistaken for the 
catamus it has the same soft white pith 
at the end of a blade-like leaf. Nearly all 
poisonous plants look like wholesome ones, 
The wild parsnip is a deadly poison, yet it 
cannot be distinguished from the parsnip 
of the garden, in taste or smell or 
pearance. Wild parsley is also a dangerous 
cousin of the cultivated plant. The leaves 
are not curly-edged like the garden parsley. 
lHiemlock, however, is easily recognized. It 
has a large, coarse, compound leaf, deeply 
notched and with curly edges. The odor 
is strong and disagreeable, so that the smell 
of it makes people dizzy. The seeds attract 
children, who mistake them for the secds 
of the caraway.

The plant grows in damp, waste places 
and around old stables, and the poison is 
the same as that of tobacco and toadstovls. 

The water hemlock, commonly called the 
spotted cowbane or beaver poison. belongs 
to the same family. It grows from two to

Indian tobacco is the most familiar to the 
lobelia family, every member of which is 
poisonous. It is an herb with milky, bit- 
ter, puckery juices. The stems are hairy, 
and the broad leaves much like the mullein 
to the touch, and like the mulléein the leaves 
diminish in size toward the top. The dust 
from the lobelia will often irritate the 
throat. If eaten. the Indian tobacco first 
causes vomiting and then paralysis. Vomit- 
ing should be hastened, and the collapse 
prevented by stimulants. 
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The jimson (Jamestown) weed !s probably 
well Known: to most boys, with its broud, 
coarse leaves and its white and pale Iilac 
beli-like Little girls usually ad- 
mire them, and think them a kind of morn- 
ing glory. The poison is narcotic, like opt- 
The antidote ts to induce vomiting, 
use stimitdants and keep the victim from 
going to sleep. 
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Another very common plant is the Amer- 
ican white which is not a helle- 
bore at all, but belongs to the Itly family. 
It looks like the lily of the valley or Solo- 
mon's seal, with its broad parallel-veined 
leaves and its splke of green flowers. The 
root is bitter and produces violent vomit- 
ing. fj 

The Jerusalem artichoke is a species of 
field sunflower, with a yellow, rayed flower 
and fuzzy stem and leaves. The root looks 
like a potato or artichoke and tasted much 
like the latter. The potson of this root 
brings on convulsions that sometimes end 
in death. A doctor should be got as quick-

REMARKABLE and costly example 
A of building removal has just been 
completed at New Castle, Law- 

rence County, and all for spite, it is said. 
John Stevenson, one of the steel and 

iron magnates of the Ohio Valley, has de- 
liberately taken down, stone by stone, his 
magnificent $65,000 mansion in New Castle 
(which if completed would have been by al! 


odds the finest in town) and removed it 
to Sharon. 

According to New Castle reports Mr. 
Stevenson was disgruntled because not one 
of the four trusts to which he sold his 
holdings in four of the largest mills itn 
New Castle gave him a position in any 
managerial or directorate capacity. 

“The town can’t have my house. I won't 
let it stay In a town that has treated me so 
badly,’’ he is reported to have said. 

Ten days ago the inhabitants of New Cas- 
tle were astonished to see a large gang of 
workmen approach the new house on fagh- 
ljonable Wallace avenue and begin tearing it 
down. Subsequently 45 freight cars loaded 
with stone, brick and lumber were speeding 
to Sharon. 


The cost of the removal is enormous, and 
would build a handsome house in itself. 
The home was to have cost about $60,000 
when completed. The moving of the first 
story and cellar walls (all that was erected 
in New Castle) to Sharon, a distance of 22 
miles, cost $30,000. Thus the palatia] resi- 
dence will cost at least $90,000 before it Is 
completed. This is 45 per cent more than 
the original estimate.

MPBROR KWANGSSU is a feeble man of twenty- 
ning ninth ef the Manchu dynasty of Tsing, 
which overthrew the native dynasty of Ming in 
the middle of the seventeenth century. Two years ago 
he formally resigned power to his aunt, the Empress 
Dowager, who had dominated him from infancy. She 
is a remarkable woman, born a slave, and had domi- 
nated two Emperors before him—her husband and her 
60n. 

The Government of the empire iS ostensibly founded 
on that of the family. Supreme direction is vested in 
@ grand council known as the Chun Chi Ch’u. The 
administration consists of the Cabinet—Nei-Ko—com- 
posed of two Mancku and two Chinese members, with 
two Ministers from the Great College—Han-Lin—whose 
duty it is to see that the religious laws of the empire 
are not violated. 

Under the Nei-Ko are seven government boards, each 
presided oven by a Manehu and a Chinese These arv 
the boards of civil appointments, of revenues, of rites 
and ceremonies, of military affairs, of publio works 
of criminal] jurisdiction and of admiralty. 

Of great authority is the Tu-Ch’a-Yuen, a board of 
publie censors, consisting of from forty to fifty mem- 
bers under a Manchu and a Chinese. It is theoreti- 
cally above the Cabinet itself. It has the privilege of 
presenting remonstrances to the sovereign and one of 
its members must be present at every meeting of 2 
government board. 

The Tsungli Yamen ie the Foreign Office, compris- 
ing all the members of the Chun Chi Ch’u and six 
other dignitaries. 

Over each of the eighteen Provinces of China is + 
Viceroy, who is responsible to the Emperor. Each 
Province is sub-divided into departments ruled by pr»- 
fects, and each department into districts with ind'- 
vidual rulers. Finally, each town and village has its 
governing body.

RINCE CHING, uncle of the Emperor and head of 

the Tsungli Yamen until his position was usurped 

by Prince Tuan. Ching is well disposed toward 

foreigners. He is the only member of the Tsungli 
Yamen with a broad knowledge of foreign politics 

Prince Tuan, father of the heir apparent to the 
throne, is the fifth son of Emperor Tao Kuang. | Is 
qwer forty years old. Has spent most of his time in 
the mouptains to the west and north of Peking de- 
stroying robber bands. Is fond of athletic sports and 
fist-fights; is a daring rider: Tuan is noted for his 
vigorous action on hasty impulses. Rabidly anti-for- 
eign in sentiment. To Tuan is attributed the order to 
all the Viceroys to attack and exterminate all foreign- 
ers in China. Got himself elected President of the 
Tsungli Yamen early in June, when he seized the reins 
of government and supplanted imperial power. Tuan 
is generalissimo of all the Chinese forces. 

Li Hung Chang, the Talleyrand of China. Born 183 
In 1860 co-operated with Gen. Gordon in suppressing 
Baeping rebellion. For twenty-four years Viceroy of 
Province of Chili and chief administrator of the em- 
pire since 1860. A man of liberal views and versatile 
talents; favorable to railways; originator of the Chi- 
mese navy. Though degraded by his imperial master 
in the Chino-Japanese war, Li Hung Chang has in the 
end succeeded in regaining the favor of the Emperor. 
Li Hung Chang has negotiated many treaties, and in 
1896-97 made an extensive tour'through Europe and the 
United States. He is ene of the richest men in th 
world.

History 


HINA was known to the ancients as the land of 


the Seres. In the middle ages it was called 
Cathay. 
Columbus thought he had reached China when he 


discovered America. 

Europe learned something more of China in the thir- 
teenth century, when Jenghiz and his Mongolian 
hordes overran Northern Asia, Persia, Armenia, Russia 
and part of Asia Minor and threatened to deluge Chris- 
tendom. 

After that the great Khan was visited by princes, 
envoys and priests from the countries of Europe. 

The first European visitor to China proper—or Cathay 

vas Marco FPo.o. the explorer, 


No one knows the origin of the Chinese race, bui 
they probably came from the region southeast of the 


Caspian Sea~—wandering tribes, naked, without houses 
ana knowing nothing of fire. 

Having settled along the Yellow River, they learned 
to cultivate grain for food and flax for clothing. Next 
they discovered the value of the silk worm, planted 
mulberry trees, developed trade and established fairs. 

They had some knowledge of astronomy and prac- 
tised hieroglyphic writing. 

By degrees they exterminated the inferior tribes to 
south, north, east and west of them—all save a smal! 
remnant who took refuge in the mountainous regions 
of Kweichow i Kwangse, ‘and whose descendants 
hold out against the Chinese to this day. 

Confucius begins his history with the Emperor Yaou, 
who reigned more than 4,000 years ago. For many cen- 
turies after that China expanded and grew more 
powerful and populous. 


Confucius was born in 531 B. C. He was a great 


‘hilosopher and imoralist—among the greatest me 
of-all time—but he lived and died unappreciated. 

China at that period was torn with civil strife. It 
Was regenerated by a very wise Emperor named Che 
Hwang Te, who came to the throne in 246 B. C. 

Che Hwang Te was a combination of Charlemagne 
and Alfred the Great. History calls him “‘the First 
Universal Emperor.’ He built roads, canals, public 
buiidings and a wonderful palace. With an army of 
300,000 men he routed the Tartars and drove them in:o 
the mountains of Mongolia. He suppressed a great 
rebellion and reconstructed the empire. 

Having observed during his campaign against the 
Tartars that the northern states were building lines of 
fortification along their frontiers for protection against 
the barbarians, he conceived the idéa of a gigantic 
wall extending along the entire northern frontier of 
the empire from the sea to the Kilcan Mountains. 


Labor was plentiful and the work began at once. 
How well it was done the traveller may see to this 
day. But the good Che Hwang Te died before it was 


completed. 

It is easy to skip a thousand years or more of Chi- 
nese history. In the thirteenth century uprose Jenghiz 
Khan, the great Mongolian conqueror. From being 2 
vassal of the Tartars he overcame them and swept 
over China, as he afterward threatened to sweep over 
Europe. 

China grew greater under 
successors. Never was the empire so powerful as 
under the great Khan Kublai, who ascended the throne 
in 1359. His sway extended from the Frozen Sea to the 
Straits of Malacea. All Asia except India, Arabia and 
the extreme west paid him tribute. 

This was the great Khan visited by Marco Polo. who 
admired him hugely. But his Chinese subjects looked 
on him as a barbarian. 

The Mongol dynasty founded by Jenghiz Khan was 
overthrown 150 years after that g-eat man’s death and 
a Chinaman named Choo Yuen Chang, the son of a 
laboring man, besame Emperor. He drove out ‘>e 
Mongols and proved a wise monarch. Thus wus 
founded the Ming dynasty. 

In the fifteenth century Cochin China rebelled and 
gained her independence. In the following century 
Japan twice invaded Corea, the second time destroying 
the Chinese fleet, was afterward evacuated by 
the Japanese and reoccupied by the Chinese. 

A hundred years later China had trouble with the 
Tartars and Manchus and was torn with rebellion. 
The Emperor committed suicide when one of the rebel 
leaders entered Peking. The general commanding on 
the Manchu frontier made peace with the enemy and 
invited them into China to crush the rebels. 

They came, wiped out the rebels, took Peking and- 
staved. They have been there ever since. They 
founded the dynasty of which the present Emperor iz 
the ninth. 

There was a great deal of fighting over it. One of 
the picturesque characters of that time was Koxinga, 
son of a Chinese buccaneer, who worried the Manchus 
until they captured him by treachery. Koxinga drove 
the Dutch out of Formosa and reigned over it as its 
king until it pleased him to hand the island over to 
China. 

It was the Manchu invaders who fastened 
China the fashion of wearing pigtails. 

Kang He, who became Emperor in 1661, was the Dr. 

Johnson of China. He published the first. dictionary. 
He also conquered Bhibet. His reign of sixty yeeros 
was marked by an earthquake, during which 400,09) 
people in Peking are said to have perished. 
’ His grandson, Keen Lung, annexed Ili and Eastern 
Turkestan, but failed to conquer Burmah and Cochin 
China, both of which he invaded. His generals in 179 
marched 70,000 mén into Nepaul to within sixty miles 
of the British frontiers, subdued the Ghurkas and Ne- 
paulese and gained a tighter grip on Thibet. 

In the reign of Kea King, his fifteenth son, in whose 
favor he abdicated, George III. of England sent Lord 
Macartney te protest against. outrages on ~Eneglish 
merchants and request favors for the East India Com- 
pany. The Embassy was graciously received, but the 
favors were not granted. 

As the nineteenth century advanced the troubles of 
Ingdish merchants at Canton increased because the 
Chinese Government objeeted to the importation of

opium. England declared war—the “opium” war—in 
1840. When Chusan and the Bogue forts fell China 
agreed to give up Hongkong and an indemnity of 


$6.000000. England continued her victories at Amov, 
Ningpo, Tinghai, Chapoo, Shanghai and Chinkeangfoo, 
and Nanking was threatened, when the Chinese Gov- 
ernment secured peace by paying an Indemnity of $21,- 
w0.0% and opening to foreign trade the four ports of 
Arroy, Fuhchowfoo, Ningpo and Shanghai. 

\"nder his successor, Heen Fung, arose the great 
Taeping rebellion, which was an attempt of the Chi- 
nese to drive out the Tartars, overthrow the dynasty 
and place on the throne a youth who was said to be 
the heir in suecession to the Ming dynasty. Th? 
leadership of the rebeilion, however, was seized by a 
Christian convert named Hung Sew Tseuen, who en- 
ticed away the pretender’s followers and aimed at the 
throne for himself. 

He took Nanking and proclaimed himself Emperor 
Teen Wang (Heavenly King), first of the Taeping 
dynasty. For a few years his armies triumphed north 
and east. In 1857 England declared war on the reign 
ing dynasty in consequence of the Arrow affair and 
captured Canton. France helped England and the 
allies took Peking. When peace had been deciared the 
Chinese Government resumed operations against th 
Taeping rebels 

It engaged Major Gordon, of the Royal Engineers 
the hero who was destined to perish at Khartoum— 
and he licked the Chinese army into such good shape 
that the rebellion was crushed in 1864 and Nanking re- 
captured after twelve years 

In 1873 the foreign Ministers at Peking obtained the 
right of audience with the Emperor—the right of gaz- 
ing on the “‘sacred countenance.” 


That Emperor was Tung Che, son of the present 
Empress Dowager 
Tung Che died of small-pox in 1875 without naming 


an heir, and the Empress Dowager chose for his suc- 
cessor the youngest of her nephews, who has sinc? 
nominally reigned under the name of Kwang Su, whi-rna 
means of glory.’ But the real monarch 
has been his able and ambitious aunt. 

Kwang Su’'s reign has been unfortunate. The 
event marking it before the present Boxer 
which has set all Christendom thundering at China’s 
gates, was the war with Japan five years ago, from 
which China emerged with badly damaged prestige.

Religion: 


HREE religions are recognized in China—Confu- 
cianism, Buddhism and Taoism. Confucianism is 
he state religion. It is litthe save outward cere- 
monial. Ancestor worship, or the reverence for the 
moral preeepts of the ancients, is practised evers 
where. Aside from the respect paid to the memory) 

nfucius, there is the worship of Heaven. The Em- 
peror is the sole high priest of this cult gnd worship 
and sacrifices to ‘Heaven’ at the Altar of Heaven .n 
Peking every year at the time of the winter solstice 
Buddhism and Taoism are full of ceremonial. Taoism 
was originally a simple philosophy, but adopted all of 
the Buddhistic rites when the latter cult was firs! 
promulgated. 

The great bulk of the Chinese practise Buddhism. 
There are probably 30,000,000 Mahometans in the em- 
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pire. Of the Christian population of China there are 
about 1,000,000 Roman Catholics and 530,000 Protestan:s. 
Back in the hilly portions of the empire are many 
tribes which practise nature worship.

»FRICULTURE is the greatest occupation of the 
Chinese. Land all over the empire is freehold 
Families hold it subject to an annual tax. Novo 

land can be sold until every one of the nearest kindred 
have refused to buy. When the sale is made and reg- 
istered 6 per cent. of the purchase money must be 
given to the district ruler, who thus insures the legal- 
ity of the transaction, 

Farm implements are primitive and the farm animals 
to be seen are mostly the ox and the buffalo. The 
raising of fruit and fluwers is universal. In the north 
wheat, barley, maize, millet. peas and beans are raised. 
Sugar, indigo, cotton and rice are grown chiefly in the 
south. Opium is an important p-oduct. 

Tea is grown only in the west and south, but the 
mulberry tree is cultivated everywhere, in consequence 
of which silk is perhaps the most important manu- 
factured product of the empire. 

China is one of the most important coal countries 
in the world. Every one of her eighteen provinces con- 
tains large deposits. Eastern Shansi has an anthracite 
area of 13,500 miles in extent. 

The western part of the same province has a bi- 
tuminous section nearly as large. In Hunan the coa: 
beds cover an area of 21,700 square miles. 

The commerce of China naturally is immense. A 
country having so many millions of people, all demand- 
ing sustenance and all capable of producing something 
of profit to the world, could not have otherwise than 
Breat possibilities in the way of commerce. It is this 
possibility, in fact, that has attracted the nations of 
the world to her. China's foreign trade for the five 
years including and preceding 1897 amounted to
